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REFUGEES AND T.U.C. 
ALLEGATIONS 


“Communist” Charge 
Denied | 


A statement was recently issued by the Trades Union 
Congress containing the allegation of Communist activity 
on the part of a number of organisations run by refugees. 
They were the Free German League of Culture, Free 
German Youth, Austrian Centre. Council of Austrians in 
Great Britain, Young Austria, Working Refugee Women, 
and Mlade Ceskoslovensko. 

Ihe T.U.C. allegations § are 
organisations concerned. 

Ihe Secretary of the biggest of them, the Austrian Centre, 
declares: “We are not * Communist inspired or Communist 
controlled,” because we are not connected with any political 
party in our work for the refugees, which ts conducted im- 
partially for all and any genuine refugees from Nazi oppression,

irrespective of their religion, race, or politics Ihe work ts 
purely that of relret and weltare. 
This.” it was added, “ applies with equal force to the others 


organisations mentioned the T.UC. statement 

Phe T.U.C. refer to the * careful inquiries’ carried out by 
them against us,” the Secretary continued. “I want to state 
emphatically that none of us has ever been approached by any 
representative or inquirer from the T.U.C.. nor have we been 
asked to provide information or reports, m spite of the tact 
that we welcome any sign of interest on the part of British 
circles in our work, and in spite of the fact that our centres 
and offices are open to the public and our accounts are 
published.” 

Ihe Secretary contended that the danger of statements such 
as those issued by the T.U.C. did not lic so much in the harm 
they did to the organisations’ important work: the refugees know 
all about this and are fot impressed by the allegations. But 
uninformed circles. generally antagonistic to refugees and 
ahens. seized such statements as a welcome opportunity to re- 
open the anti-refugee propaganda on the grounds ol heress 
hunting. The Secretary added that the distinguished patrons ot 
the organisations have fully backed them in their eflorts to 
counteract this propaganda

1936, there were anti-Jewish riots in Damascu 
When. shortly after. the Franco-Svrian Treaty was signed, giving 
Syria a measure of independence. many Jews leit ‘Damascus 
and Aleppo for fear of new. outbreaks 1937 saw the vast 
to Damascus of Baldur von Schirach, the Nazi Youth Leader, 
and the following vear the visit to Betrut, capital of the 
Lebanon. of Schmitz, one of the Nazis’ principal agents in the 
Middle East. Schmitz had just been expelled from Cairo. The 
sume year saw anti-Jewish attacks in. Beirut. 

Ihe Lebanon has, on the whole, been a land of hospitality 
for the Jews The Maronites (a Catholic sect). who form the 
largest section of the population, have been well disposed, and 
their Patriarch, Mer. Arida, noted tor this” pro-Jewish 
sympathies In 1937. in an interview with THe Jrewisn 
CuHronicte, he championed peace between Jew and Arab, and 
denounced racialism. Lebanon has admitted Jewish settlers, 
provided they bring capital with them.

EVACUEE TEACHERS 
CONFER 


Religious Instruction in 


N.W, England 


(From our Correspondent.—BLACKPOOL) 


Evacuce teachers from Manchester, Liverpool, Blackpool, 
Southport, Preston, Lytham St. Annes, Fleetwood, Cleveleys, 
and Clitheroe, meeting in conterence at Bethesda Jewish School, 
Blackpool, last week, were addressed bv the Director of 
Education tor Blackpool, Mr, F. E. Harrison, who said that 
the Education authorities were ready in Blackpool to show 
goodwill in helping to solve the problems of the Jewish child 
evacuces. 

‘1 believe.” sand Mi. Harrison, “ we have to eect past this 
Stage of undenominationalism, and get forward to a stage 
when people can believe unashamedly tin their own religion), 
while realising that there are others holding opposite views which 
they must respect. It.is very seldom that during a domination 
by any one sect there is toleration shown for the minorities.” 
Far too many children, he said, were not going to public wor- 
ship, not hearing the Bible, not understanding ther own 
religion. He believed that children should be withdrawn from 
school at certain times arrangement with the local 
authorities) to attend public worship, so that their religious 
teaching should be linked with their place of worship.

IS RUDOLF HESS * NON-ARYAN ” ? 
Nazis’ Latest Theory 


The anti-Semitic Slovak radio in Bratislava, apparently 
not quite satished with any of the assorted explanations 
of the flight of Rudolt Hess published in Germany. has 
put forward a quaint suggestion of tts own to solve the 
mystery. It is mecessary, believes, to inquire whether 
Rudolf Hess has any Jewish blood in his veins, and par- 
ticularly whether he has any connection with the family 
of Moses Hess. 

The late Moses Hess was a famous German Jewish author. 


a distinguished Socialist and a Jewish Nationalist. He is 
particularly well known as the author of “ Rome and Jerusa- 
lem.” Whether on not Rudolf Hess has Jewish blood it is 


at least certain that nothing would have grieved Moses Hess 
more than to hear his name mentioned in the same breath as 
Nazi Leader No. 3. 

One German wircless station (quoted by Reuter) actually 
claims that Hess's mother was a Jewess. 


WEIZMANN DENOUNCES 
IRAQI REVOLT 


Jews Will Remain Constant 


Denouncing the Iraqi revolt at a gathering of 4,000 
people at the Free Synagogue in New York on Sunday, Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann, President of the Jewish Agency and of 
the World Zionist Organisation, pledged the loyalty of 
Palestine Jews to the British cause. 

“Even if some Arab neighbours have allowed themselves to 
be so misguided as to take up arms against the forces of 
democracy,” Dr. Weizmann. declared, “ Britain will find that 
Jewish Palestine will remain constant to her cause, and that the 
Jewish people of Palestine will be prepared to lay down their 
lives in the defence of thei homes.” 


Nazis Inciting the Arabs 


Palgstine aflairs continue to be prominent in Nazi wireless 
propaganda broadcasts to the Near East Thus. they unnounece 
“ rrots in Palestine,” and that the Arabs of Palestine are agaim 
about to “ resume the revolt of 1936 

It ws also stated that the ex-Multi of Jerusalem, now in 
Bagdad, has declared a “Jchad"™ (holy war) on Britain, that 
Palestine ts im mminent danger, and that “the victory of 
Britain would mean the triumph of world Jewry.” : 

Ihe Paris radio has been broadcasting violent appeals. in 
Arabic. urging the Moslems to declare a “ holy war” against 
the British and the Jews 

Ihe Bagdad radi, according to the News or tHe Worn, 
stated last week that Iraqi rebels had penctrated into Palestine 
and were being joined by Palestinian Arab rebels 


Bagdad Jews Arrested 


A number of Jews have been arrested in Bagdad. according 
to a Vichy broadcast, for having, it is alleged, signalled to an- 
cralt of the Roval Aur Force 


“ ZIONIST CLAIMS WILL BE MET” 


Zionist claims in Palestine will be met after the war, it 
was predicted by Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President’ of the 
Jewish Agency and the World Zionist Organisation, address- 
ing a gathering of 8.000 in Toronto, Canada 

Dr. Weizmann declared that if the. Nazis should destroy 
the cities of Palestine, “ we will rebuild a finer Tel-Aviv. a 
more beautitul Haifa. a more sacred Jerusalem. We will 
build and rebuild until the great peace.”

1,350 ALIEN DOCTORS TO WORK 


“Government Machinery Too Slow ”’ 
. [By our Lobby Correspondent) 


An admission that Government machinery for the employ- 
ment of alien doctors was working too slowly was made by 
Miss Hersbrugh, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of Health, 
whe replied to a debate in the House opened by a doctor M.P., 
Sir Henry Morais-Janes (Lib. Nat., Denbigh). 

Sir Henry said that in January, when the Regulation for 

the employment of alien practitioners was passed, there were 
1,400 alicn doctors in this country—about 750 German, 
Austrian, and Italian, 250 Czechs, 350 Poles, and a number 
Norwegian and French. As far as his information went, on 
100 foreign. doctors had found employmem. What was t 
cause of the dilatoriness in dealing with an urgent problem? 
Sir Henry described forms and procedure which he . called 
“tomfoolery " and “a disgrace.” The delay started, he said, 
in the Aliens Department of the Home Office. 
- Dr. A. V. Hus (Cambridge University) said it seemed to 
him appalling that we should have 1,300 doctors from Europe 
unemployed of the 1,400 available. The story that our people 
would not accept them ard that the hospitals did not want 
them seemed to him nonsense. Many‘of those doctors spoke 
English well enough. He told. the House of a foreign doctor 
who sought refuge in this country when Hitler araived, took a 
practice among the miners in South Wales, and was so popular 
that they made him a Vice-President of the local branch of 
the British Legion and his wife Vice-President of the women’s 
branch. He fortunately had been able to be naturalised because 
he spent some time in England before. “ We are told.” said Dr. 
Hill, “ that German Jews cannot bé used because people have 
a prejudice against them. My friend who went to South Wales 
and was beloved by the coalminers was himself a Jew.’ Persons 
who raised those objections were often disguising their own 
prejudices by referring them to the common people. 

Miss Horsbrugl's. reply showed that Sir Henry Morrs- 
Jones's figures were not far out. “I want it to be quite 
clearly understood that we are anxious that they should be 
employed, if we have checked up their bona fides both as 
regards the laws of this country and as regards the training.” 
She admitted that the machine had got into action too slowly, 
but excused the slowness Of “ checking up “ on the ground that 
it was better to be slightly slow than to make a mistake about a 
doctor's skill or his loyalty to this country. 

Sir Henry Morris-Jones interrupted to ask: “ Why should 
an applicant have to wait two months in order to get his dossier 
through the Home Office after having secured an appointment? ° 

Miss Horsbrugh retorted that she would like to know of any 
such cases. She believed it was hecessary to check up minutely, 
as in the hospitals were military, airmen, and civilians, with 
more information about what was going on in the country than 
was to be got anywhere else. She hoped cases would Bo throug 


at the rate of 100 a week, perhaps increased to 150. “ We aré 


not complacent,” she affirmed. 


“DUNERA COURT-MARTIAL 


As a result of the Court of Inquiry’s report into the conduct - 


of military personnel on board the Dunera (which conveyed 
internees to Austraha) orders have been issued for the trial 
by court-martial of the commanding officer, a_ regimental 
sergeant-major, and a sergeant This was stated by Captain 
Margesson, Secretary for War, in a written answer to Colonel 
Wedgwood. 


The Field General Court Martial opened at the Duke of 
York's headquarters on Tuesday, when Acting R.S.M.- Charles 
Albert Bowles, M.M., of the Pioneer Corps, pleaded “ not 
guilty “' to 21 charges relating to the property, of enemy aliens 
whom he assisted in escorting to Australia. Major N. Parkes 
prosecuted. 

The Court found Bowles not guilty of four charges of stealing 
and five of receiving. They formally found him guilty of the 
last two charges to which he had pleaded “ Guilty.’ Their 
decision on the remaining 10 charges will be announced in 
due course. 


A CONSTITUTIONAL NOVELTY 


Foreign Courts in Britain 


There was so much desire to spedk on the Allied Powers 
(Maritime Courts) Bill that the Government plan to rush it 
through the House of Commons last week failed, the Committee 
stage not being completed on Thursday. There was no division 
on the object of the Bill, which aims, as the Home Secretary 
said in moving the second reading, at securing the maximum 
use of Allied shipping (6,000,000 deadweight tons of merchant 
ships and 30,000 officers and men), and is vital to the Battle of 
the Atlantic. Ships have been held up from sailing as the result 
of the Allied Governments not having the machinery to mairtain 
discipline and deal with offences. 

The Bill is a constitutional novelty in that it sets up in this 
island courts which will be within the jurisdiction not ef His 
Majesty's Government, but of the foreign Governments, who 
have been compelled by the enemy to leave their own shores. 
They will be able to try offences committed by aliens on board 
their merchant-ships, aann committed on their ships by ,the 
masters -and crews against their merchant-shipping laws, and 
offences committed by their seafaring nationals in contravention 
of their conscription laws. 

The jurisdiction of the maritime courts which are to be set 
up will not extend to British subjects, who will be dealt with by 
British courts: while persons required to appear before a mari- 
time court who claim to be British subjects will have the right 
to have their claim examined by a local tribunal appointed by 
the Lord Chancellor. 

When the Committee stage of the Bill began two days later the 
Solicitor-General (Sir William Jowitt) was able to state that the 
Bill met with the approval of the foreign scamen’s unions so 
Jong as they could Be assured that hearings by maritime courts 
‘Should be in public. The Allied Governments ali had stated 
that hearings would be in public. 

Mr. E. Shinwell (Seaham), Mr. S. S. Silverman (Nelson and 
Colne),."Mr. Edmund Harvey (English Universities), Mr. David 
Adams (Consett), Mr. James Hall (Whitechapel), Mr. N. B. 
Goldie, K.C. (Warrington), and others took part in the 
discussion. 

Mr. Goldie feared that the Bill would deprive the friendly 
alien of the fundamental right. of extradition, and he suggested 


that there should be proceedings in the nature of extradition - 


before one of our own courts before the man was handed over 
to a foreign court. 

One concession the critics obtained from the Government was 
that the retrospective effect of the Act was limited to six months 
before its passing. 


AGUDIST CALL FOR JEWISH 
UNITY 


The Hope of Eretz Yisrael 


M. JAN MASARYK’S MESSAGE 


The belief that, in view of present dangers, the Zionists, 
Agudists, and Revisionists should close their ranks and co- 
operate immediately, was expressed by Mr. H. A. Goodman, 
the Chairman of the Agudas Israel Organisation of Great 
"Britain, giving the opening address at the Organisation's 
a at Absa House, 46, Commercial Road, EA, on 

unday. 

Mr. Goodman said that their last conference met shortly 
after the outbreak of war, and at a time when many Jewish 
organisations *had disappeared or* dispersed, they placed” on 
record unswerving allegiance to the Torah, stressing that no 
emergency could justify the abandonment, or even the weaken- 
ing, Of Jewish tradition. Now they met again, this time in a 
bombed and battered London. Together with many other parts 
of the Metropolis, the East End, where many thousands of their 
brethren lived, had suffered, its Synagogues had been destroyed, 
its meeting-places burnt. Yet the spirit of Israel, lived on, and 
would still have its message of humanity for the world when the 
Nazi nightmare had faded from the face of the globe. 

Since they last met, great Jewish Communities in Europe had 
been destroyed. With the destruction of those Communities, 
Palestine had once again become the spiritual centre of Jewish 
life. They met on the eve of potential danger for the Yishuv. 
But of one thing they were convinced. The Jews could be 
driven from other lands; they could be treated as refugees in 
other countries The Jews of Palestine were at home; they 
would die gladly for Eretz Yisrael. There they were no 
refugees, they had acquired with blood and toil every inch of 
Eretz Yisrael soil on which they lived, ahd 400,000 Jewish souls 
would rise as one to defend Eretz Yisrael from the murderous 
Nazis who threatened its frontier. 


Close the Ranks! 


They felt that this problem was one which concerned every 
Jew, urespective of his party allegiance. They believed that 
now was the time to close their ranks: Zionists, Agudists, 
Revisionists, each could retain unqualified loyalty to his own 
ideology, but there should be co-operation now, if never before. 
Danger threatened Palestine—let all three organisations mect 
together in conterence to consider how they could best help. 
They had already made definite preposals in this direction to 
Professor Brodetsky, the Zionist and Deputies’ leader. They

could but hope that a great moment would not find a weak. 


generation. 

In a few days their President, Mr. Jacob Rosenheim, was 
leaving this country for the U.S.A. To achieve complete and 
final victory over the dark forces of Hitlerism, they needed the 
undiminished support of the great American people, in which 
land many millions of their brethren lived. They hoped and 
believed that, amongst his other tasks, Mr. Rosenheim would 
consider it his greatest mission to make American Jewry aware 
of the great issues which were at @ake. 

Messages of greeting were read, .M. Jan Masaryk, the 
Foreign Minister of Czechoslovakia, wrote: 

“It has been my honour and pleasure to co-operate with 
your people from timaito time for many years. This co-opera- 
tion became anore frequent and more intimate as your ° and 
our tragedy increased. 

“ The Jewish problem of to-day is the greatest tragedy of 
our civilisation. It must be rectified., It must be solved; 
otherwise Europe is not worth saving ~ 
Ms. Jacob Rosenheim, President of the Agudas Israel World 

Organisation, spoke on the political situation. Both now and 
after the war, he said, Jewish-Arab co-operation in Palestine 
was essential. 

Addresses were given on “ Torah in War-Time™ by Rabbi 
Horovitz, Rabbi Margulis, and Rabbi Honig. 

Mr. H. Pels reported on the kasher parcel service to Jewish 
soldiers at Passover, through the Chief Rabbi's Emergency 
Council and the Jewish Chaplaincy. They had spent more than 
£800, but had only collected about £400. He, therefore, appealed 
for financial help 

Rabbi A. lL. Twersky, who presided at this stage of the con- 
ference, dealt with the question of Keren Hatorah in war-time. 

Several speakers dealt with evacuatyon problems. 

Rabbi Dr. Ochs spoke on Eretz Yisrael, and the conference 

was also addressed by Dr. I. Schwarzbart. ” 
In the resolutions that were passed, the conference expressed 
its deepest concern at the deplorable condition of Jewish 
religious life 4s a result of the war emergency. There can be 
no emergency so grave as to justify the abandonment of Torah 
and Mitzvot. Every Jewish child*has the right to expect the 
Community to furnish it with Jewish educatiqn in Jewish 
surroundings. We welcome the steps which are being taken for 
a complete reorganisation upon an Orthodox Jewish basis of 
educational effort, and we feel assured that adequate representa- 
tion will be given to Orthodoxy in all these endeavours.” 

In another resolution, “ convinced of the inseparable associa- 
tion of Eretz Yisrael and the Jewish people, this conference 
sends fraternal greetings to the Yishuv of Palestine and to the 
religious Jewish masses in the Holy Land. At atime when 
Palestine is in danger, we call upon Jewish leaders to unite for 
protection of the land promised to us in the Torah.”

A farewell reception before his game fy for the U.S.A. was 
given to Mr. Jacob Rosenheim last week, at the Royal Hotel, 
Woburn Place, W.C.1.

Speaking as a Zionist, Professor Brodetsky said he would like

to say how much Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues in those ve 
difficult negotiations over twe years ago in connection with 
Palestine at St. James’ Palace, had appreciated the presence of 
Mr. Rosenheim and his colleague from Palestine, Rabbi Blau. 
It was to them a very happy occasion, because, approaching 
Jewish problems not entirely in the same way, they nevertheless 
did exhibit to Jewry the possibility and the advantage of Jewish 
bodies co-operating in a constructive way on behalf of the Jewish 
people as a whole. 

It was an en commentary on the position of the 
Jewish “people, said the Professor, that. at the moment when 
Jews were the niost unhappy victims the greatest pest that 
had ever appeared in history, they were divided, broken up, 
and engaged in petty quarrelling, and often allowed obstacles 
which were not efitirely relevant to the problems which affected 
the Jewish people to prevent_real united action on their behalf. 
He hoped that Mr. Rosenheim would be able to send them a 
message from the United States that the Jews there had given 
a sign of the approach of Jewish unity. 

Mr. Rosenheim, in his response, gave three reasons for his 
journcy to America. First, he believed that the Agudas Isracl, 

y reason of its aims and structure, should be able to make a 
valuable contribution towards the establishment of a united 
Jewish front. Secondly, as Eastern European Jewry, which was 
previously the reservoir of Jewish life and. learning, had been 
completely destroyed, the unity of American Jewry for replacing 
that reservoir was of vital importance to the future of the 
Jewish people. And, thirdly, he wanted to establish in America 
an organisation which would be able to*speak for the whole of 
the Jewish people on the basis of. tradition. 


AGED NEEDY PENSION SOCIETY 
New Pensioners Elected 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Aged Needy Pension 
Society was held last week. 

The President, submitting the annual report for 1940, said 
that again in that year they had been unable to clect any new 

sioners owing to their financial position, but on the other 
and they received very few fresh applications for assistance. 
That was largely due to increased employment on account of 
the war, and although their applicants did not work themselves, 
their families were now able to support them and it could 
be also reckoned that evacuation. had had its effect. 

The speaker referred with regret to the loss the Society had 
suffered by the death of Mr. John J. Hands, an indefatigable 
member of the Committee for a great number of years, as well 
as Chairman of the Investigating Commitice. 

The work of the Pension Aid Socicty was necessarily cur- 
tailed on account of the war and in consequence the amount 
they were able to hand over was considerably reduced. Never- 
theless, the assistance which they managed to give was greatly 
appreciated. In thanking all contributors, the Presidtnt re- 
marked that despite the reduction in the number of pensioners 
on their books, the annual payments in pensions still exceeded 
their mcome. 

Mr. K. M. Lazarus, Freasurer, in submittihg the cash account, 
said that he was glad to be able to report that the position 
had improved to a greater cxtent than cither he or Mr. Lion 
had anticipated. This was largely due to the supplementary 
pension which the Government had granted to their old-age 
pensioners and which affected more than twenty of them 
During 1941 they hoped that their income would balance their 
expenditure, as they anticipated a considerable reduction in 
the total payments of pensions 

The Treasurers were much concerned about the fall in the 
number of pensioners and therefore they had received per- 
mission from the Commitice carly in 1941 to elect a few 
new pensioners. The long list of applicants had been very 
carefully gone through by the investigating Committce Only 
a very small percentage of those were worthy of further con- 
sideration, a great number having now been able to .obtain 
the Government supplementary grant, while the circumstances 
of the families of many applicants~had materially altered 


owing to war conditions. However, four persons had been * 


granted pensions. 

Mr. Edward Porter, in seconding the adoption of the cash 
account, stressed the point that while the Socicty still had an 
overdraft at the bank the Committee should exercise every 
caution before electing any further pensioners. 

The cash account was unanimously adopted.

1,350 ALIEN DOCTORS TO WORK 


“ Government Machinery Too Slow ”’ 
: [By our Lobby Correspondent} 


An admission that Government machinery for the employ- 
ment of alien doctors was working too slowly was made by 
Miss Hersbrugh, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of Health, 
whe replied to a debaté in the House opened by a doctor M.P 
Sir Henny Morats-Janes (Lib. Nat., Denbigh). 

Sir Henry said that in January, when the Regulation for 


_ the employment of alien practitioners was passed, there were 


1,400 alien doctors in this country—about 750 German, 
Austrian, and Italian, 250 Czechs, 350 Poles, and a number 
Norwegian and French As far as his information went, on 
100 foreign doctors had found employment. What was t 
cause of the dilatoriness in dealing with an urgent problem? 
Sir Henry described forms and procedure which he . called 
“tomfoolery " and “a disgrace.” The delay started, he said, 
in the Alicns Department of the Home Office. 


» Dr. A. V. Hust (Cambridge University) said it seemed to 


him appalling that we should have 1,300 doctors from Europe 
unemployed of the 1,400 available. The story that our people 
would not accept them. ard that the hospitals did not want 
them seemed to him nonsense. Many‘of those doctors spoke 
English well enough. He told. the House of a foreign doctor 
who sought refuge in this country when Hitler araived, took a 
practice among the miners in South Wales, and was so popular 
that they made him a Vice-President of the local branch of 
the British Legion and his wife Vice-President of the women's 
branch. He fortunately had been able to be naturalised because 
he spent some time in England before. “ We are told,” said Dr. 
Hill, “ that German Jews cannot bé used because people have 
a prejudice against them. My friend who went to South Wales 
and was beloved by the coalminers was himself a Jew.” Persons 
who raised those objections were often disguising their own 
Prejudices by referring them to the common people. 

Miss Horsbrugif's reply showed that Sir Henry Morrss- 
Jones's figures were not far out. “I want it to be quite 
clearly undeftstood that we are anxious that they should be 
employed, if we have checked up their bona fides both as 
regards the laws of this country and as regards the training.” 
She admitted that the machine had got into action too slowly, 
but excused the slowness Of “ checking up ” on the ground that 
it was better to be slightly slow than to make a mistake about a 
doctor's skill or his loyalty to this country. 

Sir Henry Morris-Jones interrupted to ask: “ Why should 
an applicant have to wait two months in order to get his dossier 
through the Home Office after having secured an appointment? ° 

Miss Horsbrugh retorted that she would like to know of any 
such cases. She believed it was hecessary to check up minutely, 
as in the hospitals were military, airmen, and civilians, with 
more information about what was going on in the country than 
was to be got anywhere else. She hoped cases would Bo throug 
at the rate of 100 a week, perhaps increased to 150. “ We ar 
not complacent,” she affirmed. 


“DUNERA ” COURT-MARTIAL 


As a result of the Court of Inquiry’s report into the conduct - 


of military personnel on board the Dunera (which conveyed 
internees to Australia) orders have been issued for the trial 
by court-martial of the commanding officer, a regimental 
sergcant-major, and a sergeant. This was stated by Captain 
Margesson, Secretary for War, in a written answer to Colonel 
Wedgwood. 


The Field General Court Martial opened at the Duke of 
York's headquarters on Tuesday, when Acting R.S.M. Charles 
Albert Bowles, M.M., of the Pioneer Corps, pleaded “ not 
guilty “ to 21 charges relating to the property, of enemy aliens 
whom he assisted in escorting to Australia. Réaios N. Parkes 
prosecuted. 

The Court found Bowles not guilty of four charges of stealing 
and five of receiving. They formally found him guilty of the 
last two charges to which he had pleaded “ Guilty.’ Their 
decision on the remaining 10 charges will be announced in 
due course. 


A CONSTITUTIONAL NOVELTY 
Foreign Courts in Britain 


There was so much desire to speak on the Allied Powers 
(Maritime Courts) Bill that the Government plan to rush it 
through the House of Commons last week failed, the Committee 
Stage not being completed on Thursday. There was no division 
on the object of the Bill, which aims, as the Home Secretary 
said in moving the second reading, at securing the maximum 
use of Allied shipping (6,000,000 deadweight tons of merchant 
ships and 30,000 officers and men), and is vital to the Battle of 
the Atlantic. Ships have been held up from sailing as the result 
of the Allied Governments not having the machinery to maintain 
discipline and deal with offences. 

The Bill is a constitutional novelty in that it sets up in this 
island courts which will be within the jurisdiction not ef His 
Majesty's Government, but of the foreign Governments, who 
have been: compelled by the enemy to leave their own shores. 
They will be able to try offences committed by aliens on board 
their merchant-ships, offences committed on their ships by the 
masters -and crews against their merchant-shipping laws, and 
offences committed by their seafaring nationals in contravention 
of their conscription laws. 

The jurisdiction of the maritime courts which are to be set 
up will not extend to British subjects, who will be dealt with by 
British courts: while persons required to appear before a mari- 
time court who claim to be British subjects will have the right 
to have their claim examined by a local tribunal appointed by 
the Lord Chancellor. 

When the Committee stage of the Bill began two days later the 
Solicitor-General (Sir William Jowitt) was able to state that the 


. Bill met with the approval of the foreign scamen's unions so 


Jong as they could Be assured that hearings by maritime courts 
should be in public. The Allied Governments ali had stated 
that hearings would be in public. 

Mr. E. Shinwell (Seaham), Mr. S. S. Silverman (Nelson and 
Colne),."Mr. Edmund Harvey (English Universities), Mr. David 
Adams (Consett), Mr. James Hall (Whitechapel), Mr. N. B. 
Goldie, K.C. (Warrington), and others took part in the 
discussion. 

Mr. Goldie feared that the Bill would deprive the friendly 
alien of the fundamefital right. of extradition, and he suggested 
that there should be 
before one of our own courts before the man was handed over 
to a foreign court. 

One concession the critics obtained from the Government was 
that the retrospective effect-of the Act was limited to six months 
before its passing.

AGUDIST CALL FOR JEWISH 
UNITY 


The Hope of Eretz Yisrael 


M. JAN MASARYK’S MESSAGE 


The belief that, in view of present dangers, the Zionists, 
Agudists, and Revisionists should close their ranks and co- 
operate immediately, was expressed by Mr. H. A. Goodman, 
the Chairman of the Agudas Israel] Organisation of Great 
"Britain, giving the opening address at the Organisation's 
conference at Absa House, 46, Commercial Road, EA, on 
Sunday. 

Mr. Goodman said that their last conference met shortly 
after the outbreak of war, and at a time when many Jewish 
organisations *had disappeared or* dispersed, they placed” on 
record unswerving allegiance to the Torah, stressing that no 
emergency could justify the abandonment, or even the weaken- 
ing. of Jewish tradition. Now they met again, this time in a 
bombed and battered London. Together with many other parts 
of the Metropolis, the East End, where many thousands of their 
brethren lived, had suffered, its Synagogues had been destroyed, 
its mectine-places burnt. Yet the spirit of Isracl. lived on, and 
would still have its message of humanity for the world when the 
Nazi nightmare had faded from the face of the globe. 

Since they last met, great Jewish Communities in Europe had 
been destroyed. With the destruction of those Communities, 
Palestine had once again become the spiritual centre of Jewish 
life. They met on the eve of potential danger for the Yishuv. 
But of one thing they were convinced. The Jews could be 
driven from other lands: they could be treated as refugees im 
other countries The Jews of Palestine were at tome; they 
would die gladly for Eretz Yisrael. There they were no 
refugees, they had acquired with blood and toil every inch of 
Eretz Yisracl soil on which they lived, and 400,000 Jewish souls 
would rise as one to defend Eretz Yisrael from the murderous 
Nazis who threatened its frontier. 


Close the Ranks! 


They felt that this problem was one which concerned every 
Jew, wrespective of his party allegiance. They believed that 
now was the time to close their ranks: Zionssts, Agudists, 
Revisionists, each could retain unqualified loyalty to his own 
ideology, but there should be co-operation now, if never before. 
Danger threatened Palestine—let all three organisations mect 
together in conterence to consider how they could best help. 
They had already made definite preposals in this direction to 
Professor Brodetsky, the Zionist and Deputies leader. They 
could but hhope that a great moment would not find a weak. 
generavion. 

In a few days their President, Mr. Jacob Rosenheim, was 
leaving this country for the U.S.A. To achieve complete and 
final victory over the dark forces of Hitlerism, they needed the 
undiminished support of the great American people, in which 
land many millions of their brethren lived. They hoped and 
believed that, amongst his other tasks, Mr. Rosenheim would 
consider it his greatest mission to make American Jewry aware 
of the great issues which were at @ake. 

Messages of greeting were read. .M. Jan Masaryk, the 
Forcign Minister of Czechoslovakia, wrote: 

“It has been my honour and pleasure to co-operate with 
your people from timaRo tume for many years. This co-opera- 
tion became anore frequent and more intimate as your and 
our tragedy mereased. 

“ The Jewish problem of to-day is the greatest tragedy of 
our civilisation. It must be rectified., It must be solved; 
otherwise Europe ts not worth saving” 

Ms. Jacob Rosenheim. President of the Agudas Isracl World 
Organisation, spoke on the political situation. Both now and 
after the war, he said, Jewish-Arab co-operation in Palestine 
was essential, 

Addresses were given on “ Torah in War-Time ™. by Rabbi 
Horovitz, Rabbi Margulis, and Rabbi Honig. 

Mr. H. Pels reported on the kasher parcel service to Jewish 
soldicrs at Passover, through the Chief Rabbi's Emergency 
Council and the Jewish Chaplaincy. They had spent more than 
£800, but had only collected about £400. He. therefore, appealed 
for financial help 

Rabbi A. Ll. Twersky, who presided at this stage of the con- 
ference, dealt with the question of Keren Hatorah in war-time. 

Several speakers dealt with evacuaton problems 

Rabbi Dr. Ochs spoke on Eretz Yisrael, and the conference 
was also addressed by Dr. |. Schwarzbart. ° 

In the resolutions that were passed. the conference expressed 
“its deepest concern at the deplorable condition of Jewish 
religious life 4s a result of the war emergency. There can be 
no emergency so grave as to justify the abandonment of Torah 
and Mitzvot. Every Jewish child*has the right to expect the 
Community to furnish it with Jewish educatiqn in Jewish 
surroundings. We welcome the steps which are being taken for 
a complete reorganisation upon an Orthodox Jewish basis of 
educational effort, and we feel assured that adequate representa- 
tion will be given to Orthodoxy in all these endeavours.” 

In another resolution, “ convinced of the inseparable associa- 
tion of Eretz Yisracl and the Jewish people. this conference 
sends fraternal greetings to the Yishuv of Palestine and to the 
religious Jewish masses in the Holy Land. At artimme when 
Palestine is in danger, we call upon Jewish leaders to unite for 
protection of the land promised to us in the Torah.” 


Reception to Mr. Rosenheim 


A farewell reception before his departure for the U.S.A. was 
given to Mr. Jacob Rosenheim last week, at the Royal Hotel, 
Woburn Place, W.C.1. 

The Chief Rabbi presided. 

Speaking as a Zionist, Professor Brodetsky said he would like 


to say how much Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues in those ve 
dificult negotiations over twe years ago in connection wit 
Palestine at St. James’ Palace, had appreciated the of 
Mr. Rosenheim and his colleague from Palestine, Rabbi Blau. 
It was to them a very happy occasion, because, approaching 
Jewish problems not entirely in the same way, they nevertheless 
did exhibit to Jewry the possibility and the advantage of Jewish 
bodies co-operating im a constructive way on behalf of the Jewish 
people as a whole. 

It was an er vy commentary on the position of the 
Jewish “people, said the Professor, that. at the moment when 
Jews were the niost unhappy victims the greatest pest that 
had ever appeared in history, they were divided, broken up, 
and engaged in petty quarreling, and often allowed obstacles 
which were not entirely relevant to the problems which affccted 
the Jewish people to prevent_real united action on their behalf. 
He hoped that Mr. Rosenheim would be able to send them a 
message from the United States that the Jews there had given 
a sign of the approach of Jewish unity. 

Mr. Rosenheim, in his response, gave three reasons for his 
journcy to America. First, he believed that the Agudas Isracl, 

y reason of its aims and structure, should be able to make a 
valuable contribution towards the establishment of a united 
Jewish front. Secondly, as Eastern European Jewry, which was 
previously the reservoiw of Jewish life and. learning, had been 
completely destroyed, the unity of American Jewry for replacing 
that reservoir was of vital importance to the future of the 
Jewish people. And, thirdly, he wanted to establish in America 
an organisation which would be able to*speak for the whole of 
the Jewish people on the basis of tradition. 


AGED NEEDY PENSION SOCIETY 
New Pensioners Elected 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Aged Needy Pension 
Society was held last week. 

The President, submitting the annual report for 1940, said 
that again in that year they had been unable to clect any new 

nsioners owing to their financial position, but on the other 
end they received very few fresh applications for assistance 
That was largely due to increased employment on account of 
the war, and although their applicants did not work themselves, 
their families were now able to support them and it could 
he also reckoned that evacuation. had had its effect. 

The speaker referred with regret to the loss the Society had 
suffered by the death of Mr. John J. Hands, an indefatigable 
member of the Committee for a great number of years, as well 
as Chairman of the Investigating Commitice 

The work of the Pension Aid Society was necessarily cur- 
tailed on account of the war and in consequence the amount 
they were able to hand over was considerably reduced. Never- 
theless. the assistance which they managed to give was greatly 
appreciated. In thanking all contributors, the Presidtnt re- 
marked that despite the reduction in the number of pensioners 
on their books, the annual payments in pensions still exceeded 
their mcome. 

Mr. K. M. Lazarus, Treasurer, in submitting the cash account, 
said that he was glad to be able to report that the position 
had improved to a greatcr cxtent than cither he or Mr. Lion 
had anticipated. This was largely due to the supplementary 
pension which the Government had granted to their old-age 
pensioners and which affected more than twenty of them 
During 1941 they hoped that their income would balance their 
expenditure, as they anticipated a considerable reduction in 
the total payments of pensions 

The Treasurers were much toncerned about the fall in the 
number of pensioners and therefore they had received per- 
mission from the Commitice carly in 1941 to elect a few 
new pensioners. The fong list of applicants had been very 
carefully gone through by the Investigating Committee. Only 
a very small percentage of those were worthy of further con- 
sideration, a great number having now been able to obtain 
the Government supplementary grant, while the circumstances 
of the families of many applicants~had materially altered 
owing to war conditions. However, four persons had been 
granted pensions 

Mr. Edward Porter, in seconding the adoption of the cash 
account, stressed the point that while the Socicty still had an 
overdraft at the bank the Committee should exercise every 
caution before electing any further pensioners. 

The cash account was unanimously adopted.

. FAREWELL TO MANYA SHOCHAT 


The Influence of Kibbutzim 


e The important part which the communal settlements in 
Palestine have played in building up the country was stressed 
by Mrs. Manya Shochat, a member of the Palestine Keren 
Havesed Delegation, at a farewell gathering which was held 
for her by the Federation of Women Zionists on ©. haaaiemaee of 
last week at “ Beth Am,” 153, Finchley Road, 

Mrs. Alman, who presided, said there were wld few who 
had * so selflessly and uninterruptedly given themselves to any 
cause as Mrs. Manya Shochat had done. 

Mrs. Shochat devoted her address to a description of the 
kibbutzim—the communal settlements—which at first, she said, 
had had many antagonisss. Since their establishment these 
settlements had played an important part in the economic 
development of the country and in its organisational system. 
They had also had an influence for good upon the youth and 
been of great moral value to the Yishuv as a whole. These 
kibbutzim would play an ever greater rdle in the future. After 
the war, declared the speaker, when Hitlerism was smashed, 
many non-Jews would go to Palestine with the object of study- 
mg this great and successiul experiment. 

The speaker described how their children had benefited from 
this communal life. They did not, she said, know the meaning 
of the word fear, and hysteria, on the part of women was yn- 
known, This was duc to the fact that the whole of their fife 
was based upon the principle of self-contrg). By serving the 
whole Community those sharing ‘this life had at their disposal 
the best insurance both for themselves and for their family 
dependents. 


The settlements had contributed the best physical types, who 
were accustomed to mechanisation, to the ranks of the British 
A 


rmy. 
Mrs. Eder recalled that to her Mrs. Shochat was a comrade 
of 20 years’ standing. Referring to the organisation of the 


colonies, she said it was nothing more or less than a new way * 


of life, and it was incumbent on every one of them, if they 
believed in it, to consider what they could do to bring some- 
thing more like this about, not only in Palestine, but in the 
world around them. 


DR. HERZOG RETURNING TO PALESTINE 


A banquet was held in New York last week in honour of 
Chief Rabbi Dr. Isaac Herzog, before his return to Palestine. 

Dr. Herzog has spent three months in the U.S.A. conducting 
an appeal for funds for the upkeep of Palestine’s religious insti- 
tutions and for the transfer to the country of rabbis and 
Yeshiva students from Europe. 


$10,000 FOR WAR NEEDS’ 


The International Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union in the 
U.S.A. has cabled $10,000 (£2,000) to the Histadrut Haovdim

ARM THE JEWS” 
London Newspaper’s Demand 


Fellowing a series of three articles in the News CHRONICLE 
by G. BE. R. Gedye on the position in the Middle East and the 
danger to the Jews in the event of a German invasion of 
Palestine, the paper published a leading article urging the 
British Government to arm the Jews living 1m that country. 

‘In his final article,” said the News Curonicie, * Mr. Gedye 
dealt with the threat to Palestine. Now that Syria is an Axis 
pawn and Iraq is in revolt, an early attack on Palestine seems 
more than likely. Nothing would please Hitler better than to 
despoil the National Home of the Jewish race. All previous 
pogroms would pale before the fearful massacre Which would 
follow a Nazi occupation. 

** Britain is bound in honour to see that this does not happen. 
When, after the last war, we set up the Jewish National Home, 
we took upon ourselves the obligation to protect i, and that 
obligation must be fulfilled. But not honour alone dictates 
that Palestine should be protected. . It lies directly on the road 
to Swez from the North, and our interest demands that no 
invasion should be permitted. 

“ The best way to,ensure that Palestine never falls to Hitler 
is to arm the virile Jewish population which lives there. They 
will fight for their homes against Hitler as even we should not 
fight. All they need is a supply of modern weapons, and these 
America is best able to provide. From the point of view of 
winning the larger war, there could be no better investment.” 


AMERICAN SENATOR’S DECLARATION 


Senator Robert F. Wagner, Chairman of the American 
Palestine Committee, has issued a statement urging Britain 
to arm the Jews of Palestine, says a message from 
Washington. 

Palestine Jews, said Senator Wagner, “ 
opportunity and the means to detend themselves, and their zeal 
should be reinforced with the necessary equipment.” 


Mizrachi Demand Army and Commonwealth 


Resolutions calling on the British Government to organise a 
Jewish Army, to arm the Palestine Jews, and to create a Jewish 
Commonwealth in Palestine, were carricd at the 24th annual 
convention of the American Mizrachi Organisation,. held at 
Atlantic City last week-end. . 

Ihe convention also resolved to raise the sum-of $50,000, 
completing a fund of $100,000 (£20,000), tor the founding of 
the Nachlat Herzog colony im Palestine. 


DEMANDS FOR JEWISH UNITY 
State Party and Revisionists 


Ihe Political Committee of the Jewish State Party at tts last , 


meeting passed.a resolution deploring the fact. that the Zronist 
Executive. at this critical: period of Jewish history, had not 
found its way to achieve unity in the Zionist Movement. ** The 
Zionist Executive,’ it stated, “apart from not taking the initlauve 
in this mattey, even withdrew the consent given by one of its 
members to a representative of the Jewish Sfate Party who acted 
as an intermediary im endeavouring to bring unity within the 
Zionist ranks. 

The Jewish State Party called upon the Zionist Executive to 
take immediate and energetic sieps to form a United Zionist 


Front, comprising all Zionist parties and groups, to serve as - 


a prelude to a United Jewish Representation, ** the only body 
which can fight successfully for the Jewish State in Palestine 
and full civil and national mghts of the Jewish Nation in the 
Galut. 

Finally, the Jewish State Party regretted that since the last 
Zionist Congress, held in August, 1939. the London Office of 
the Zionmt Executive had not even once communicated with 
the Zionist parties either in writing or by inviting representatives 
to meet the members of the Zionist Executive and be informed 
on the situation 


N.Z.0. Review 


A review of the numerous cflorts made by the New Zionist 
Organisation, betore and since the death of Viadimir Jabotinsky, 
to establish a co-ordination of Jewish national effort which 
should become a basis for a Jewish National Committee. was 
given at a meeting of New Zionists in London by Mr. § Katz. 
member of the Administrative Committee. He pointed out that 
while other Jewish leaders and bodies had on occasion shown 
sympathy for the proposal, the leaders of the Jewish Agency 
had obdurately resisted every cfloct. 

Non-Jewish friends of the Jewish cause who realised that a 
single Jewish representation was vital for the Jewish fvine 
had also, he said, made eflorts in the same direction, but so 
far without response from the Jewish Agency. But the N.Z.O.. 
to whom unification of effort and representation was a4 cardinal 
point in its programme, had not altered in its determination. to 
secure what was so vital for the Jewish future. 


MIZRACHI AND TORAH VA’AVODAH JOINT 
EMERGENCY CAMPAIGN 


In an interim: report, Mr. Myer Silverstone, who undertook 
the imitial organisation of the Mizrachi Emergency Appeal of 
the Mizrachi Palestine Fund and the Palestine Pioneers’ Fund, 
states that he has visited Cambridge, Manchester, Southport, 
and Leeds, and that campaign commiutiees have been formed in 
each of these centres. The Chairman of the campaign com- 
mittee in Manchester is Dr. Leo Wislicki, and in Leeds Mr. A. 
M. Hurwitz. Mr. A. Bornstein has undertaken the organisation 
of the appeal in Letchworth, and a committee has been formed. 


The Keren Hayesod Campaign in South Africa during the 
Past year raised £184,000, according to a report issued last 
week by the Directorate of the Keren Hayesod in Jerusalem. 
It is stated that this sum constitutes a record for all campaigns 
held in South Africa. 


The South African Women’s Zionist Council and the Zionist 
Youth Council are launching a scheme to provide comforts for 
Jewish soldiers in Palestine, and a depdét Is being opened in 
Durban tor the dispatch of parcels.

SPLIT THREATENED IN 
YISHUV 


Right-Wing Revolt 


* NO UNITY UNDER LEFT-WING 
MONOPOLY ” 


The opposition, extending back for some years; to the 
executives of the Vaad Leumi and the Jewish Agency and 
the “Left hegemony ™ in those institutions flared up into 
open revolt last week, with a threat of the absolute cessa- 
tion of relations with the Agency and the Vaad Leumi and 
the establishment of “ separate Yishuy institutions.” when 
representatives of the Central and Right parties and 
organisations and of various townships and Kehillot, and 
of the Union of Manufacturers, the Maccabi. and the 
Revisionists, participated in a conference to discuss the 
present situation. 

Ihe conference, which was opened by Municipal Councillor 
Saadia Shoshani, says a Jewish Felenraphtic Agency report from 
Tel-Aviv, heard a lengthy statement from Mr. Israel Rokach, 
Mayor of Tel-Aviv, revealing that continued but unsuccessful 
cflorts had been made by himself and Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg to 
establish a unified and authoritative representation which would 
be able to handle the situation. Mr. Rokach claimed that it 
was the attitude of Mr. David Ben-Gurion, President of the 
Jewish Agency Executive, and not that of the Revisionists, 
which had been responsible tor the fact that no agreement had 
been reached with regard te the participation of the entire 
Population in the Kofer Hayishuv (Extraordinary Defence 
Fund) and the Mas Hacherut (Freedom Levy) This attitude 
had prevented the co-operation of those of the Right who had 
been willing to “ take the road to Canossa.” 

Mr. Rokach concluded with a demand that a conference be 
called to detine the attitude of the whole of the Yishuv towards 
the problems with which it was contronted to-day 

Ihe Mayors ot Petach Tikva, Hedera, Rehovot, Nathanya, 
and Rishon-le-Zion, Mr. Etiashar, Acting President of — the 
Jerusalem Kehilla, who claimed also to represent the Sefardic 
Community, and Dr. Altman, of the New Zionist Organisation, 
demanded the immediate establishment of separate imstitutions 
tor the Yishuv, on the ground that “there will never be unity 
as long as we have a monopoly of the Left Parties.” 

A resolution was passed informing the Executives of the Vaad 
Leumi and the Jewish Agency that unless a modus operandi 
could be found by last Sunday, separate institutions would be 
establishtd 

lt was decided nem. con., on the motion of Mr. Rokach, to 
widen the frame of security activities, and to include also in 
such activities the Revisionmt Party. New Zionist members 
declared that they would not vote on the motion, preferring to 
await “ deeds rather than words.” 


The Agency Version 


In view of the fact that the Zionist Organisation and Jewish 
Agency. through the alimement of the parties. are largely 
susceptible to the imfluence of the Lelt-wing majority, it 4s of 
interest to quote the version of Palcor, the oflmial news agency 
of the Zionist Organisation

GREAT PHARMACEUTICAL 
FACTORY PLANNED 


Anglo-Jewish Industrialists its Backers 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


According to the local Hebrew Press, a pharmaceutical 
factory costing about half a million sterling is to be built 
at Rehovot, close to the Sieff Research Institute, for the 
production of patent medical and other preparations, as well 
as of basic chemicals. It will have a staff of about 100. 

It is stated that the backers are Mr. Simon Marks and Mr. 
Israel Sicff. of London, heads of Marks and Spencers, and it 
will be under the technical supervision of the Siefl Research 
Institute, of which the director is Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 

The intention is to fill the gap caused by the suspension of 
imports of chemical commodities from Germany, and the factory 
will be the first and only one of its kind in the Near East. 
large export trade with neighbouring countries is expected. 


VITAMIN C FOR THE TROOPS 
Produced from Citrus 


After prolonged experiments, reports Palcor, Palestinian 
chemists and pharmacists have succeeded in producing from 
citrus the ascorbic acid tablets required for the Imperial Forces. 
These tablets, which were formerly imported from America, are 
manufactured from orange juice and contain vitimin C, otherwise 
produced artificially in British and American factories. 


NO IMMIGRATION SCHEDULE 
New Certificates Again Withheld 


The Palestine Government has again withheld the issue 
of Immigration Certificates due in April, reports Palcor, 
from Jerusalem. 

The High Commissioner, Sir Harold MacMichael, it is stated, 
on the advice of the Colonial Secretary, has decided to maintain 
the present status of Jewish immigration. A further schedule 
will not be issued, but replacement certificates will be allowed 
for those not used from previous schedules. The position ts 
to be reviewed within three months in the light of circumstances. 

In its statement, the Government points out that from April, 
1939. until March 30, 1941, 14.678 Jews entered Palestine with 
certificates, and 16,100 entered illegally. For the following three 
years, it is added, 42,132 Jews are allowed to enter Palestine on 
the basis of the White Paper. 

It will be recalled that the Government had suspended the 


issue of certificates for the previous six months period, October, 


1940-—April, 1941.

I have known Rabbis of undisputed Rabbinical 
knowledge who were not recognised by thew congregants as 
leaders at all. They were qualitied to expound a point of Jewish 
Law, but here their qualifications ended. They had no general 
culture, were poor preachers, lacked personality, and had no 
understanding of the problems affecting the youth of this 
country [heir spiritual honres were the Hungary, Rumania, or 
Poland of the past, and they knew nothing of the ideals and 
traditions of this country Their influence on their congregants 
was absolutely nil. and they were treated with scant respect 
not only by Parnassim, but by everyone else. Indeed, it is not 
the Rabbinical Diploma that is the tinal criterion. In fact, the 
preacher-cum-Chazan-cum-Minister, it he has character, person- 
aliy, and the qualities that the aforementioned Rabbis lack. 
mav be a far more eflectivé spirttual leader and representative of 
his people than the Polish, Lithwanian, or Hungarian Talmudist 
with his narrow outlook and “ forcign” mentality.— Ex-

The Jew and the Moral Life 


HESE two terms ought to be synonymous. They are 
Tso Our enemies have for ever attempted to show 

that they are contradictory. Our friends know that 
the highest morality is the essence of Jewish teaching, that 
no true Jew can be a liar or a thief, can take unfair advan- 
tage of his neighbour, grind the faces of the poor, or 
sacrifice dignity, charity, and mercy, for greed or cruelty 
or private gain We ourselves know that many a Jew 
transgresses his own laws, and’ so challenges the virtue of 
the whole of Israel 

There are among us Jews who defend a low standard 
of morality by asking whether that of Christians ts an 
higher. Others imagine that a man may live the Jewis 
life without recognising that obedience to the eternal com- 
mands, thou shalt and thou shalt not, comes first in the 
definition of that life. Others again believe that if a man 
can prey,successfully upon his neighbours, his only crime 
is tO be found out. 

Are there many such in our midst? That question can- 
not be answered directly. The only true answer is that 
one such may condemn a whole community. The Jew 
claims, and nghtly, that the emancipation of his ancient 
people from slavery, and his laws of justice, lovingkindness, 


and fair dealing set the world on the path of democracy.- 


This was achieved long before the litthe Athenian State 
rose up, destroyed fts tyrants, introduced equality and free 
speech, and gave an eternal heritage to mankind. 

But side by side with the liberty gained by the Israclite 
people under the guidance of Moses, there was impressed 
deeply upon them.the Law through which alone liberty 
could be allowed and guaranteed. Goethe expressed this 
tremendous achievement by his immortal words: “~ Das 
Gesetz nur kann uns Fresheit geben “Only under the 
Law can man be free.” 


TPHEREFORE is the Jew who rejects the great imperatives, 

thou shait and thou shalt not, unfit for treedom: and 
when he loudly proclaims his belief in democracy he lies. 
He belongs aright to the dictator copntries, where force 
and the will of a state which knows not justice, and against 
which there 1s no appeal, compels him to obey, 

In this country, particularly, such Jews have no place, 
for England's strength and stability was built upon law 
and justice. Its law ts never codified, for it uw never finished. 
its justice is never rigid, for close Beside judge and 
magistrate sit mercy and lovingkindness. Social and political 
freedom are the direct result. of law and justice, and for 
the transgressor against the law the surrender of his iiberty 
is his worst punishment. All this is the legacy of the Jew 
to the world. How dare any modern Jew be ftound a 
traitor to his own teaching! 

What becomes of the olt-repeated plaint: we are no 
worse than our Christian neighbours’ Who cares what the 
proportion may be of transeressors among jews Of 
Christians? The prophet’s words are sufficient answer: 
* You only haye | known of all the families of the earth, 
therefore upon you will I visit afl your iniquities.” The 
Ihe spirat 
of knowledge was one of God's greatest gifts to the Jew 
at a time when other peoples were savages and barbarians. 

Ihe price was.a high one—higher even than that of the 
profiteers of to-day—the service of man through the 
example demanded of him, the consciousness that if he 
failed God would take to Himself other witness, and his 
punishment would be, as indeed it has so often been, dislike, 
prejudice, mistrust, persecution—and worst of all. ill-fame. 

lhe ignorant and the blind and the helpless—they could 
and can be torgiven. But the Jew ts none of these things. 
“Lord forgive them. for thev know not wht thev do.” 
In these words did the founder of Christianity express his 
pity and contempt for the common rabble that jeered at 
him. They could be forgiven: but the Jew of to-day can- 
not plead either ignorance or helplessness. His past shows 
him to be the very embodiment of educafian and enlighten- 
ment through the darkest centuries. 
ment for 
neighbours? 


Shall not his punish- 
transgression be a thousandiold that of his 


ORALITY ts not the whole of Judaism, nor is it the goal 
of religion, by any means, But is stands as a sentinel at 
the gate of every religious life. tt challenges all who call 
themselves by the name of Jew. Purity, sincerity, goodwill, 
lovingkindness, self-sacrifice-—they are not the whole of 
religion;. but no man dare hope @ be acceptable without 
them before Him Who ts the%perfection of all virtues. 
Would there stil be oppression, derision, and persecution 
for the Jew if he Were known everywhere for purity of 
motive, sincerity of life, fair dealing, and the spirit of mercy 
and truth? There can be only one answer. Hatred, 


jealousy, contempt, could got live under such an influence . 


met everywhere in a whole people. If the Jew is doubtful, 
with his present experiences, of this contenfion, there is 
but one thing for him to do—let him try it. Let every 
Jew obey the moral law of Moses alone, suffer loss, 
indignity, pain, misunderstanding for a while, for the sake 
of unswerving rectitude and the service of the highest 
moral standards. and see whether the world will not alter 
its attitude towards ‘the Jew, and feel and show a new 
Tespect for his message and his purpose! 

Jewish leaders in this country and in America are busy 
to-day in preparing to present the voice of Israel to the 
national councils which will settle Europe afresh after this 
war is over, Jewry has already been promised a hearing. 
But no poliycal astuteness, nor the justest claims or their 
settlement, not the most universal pity or desire to restore 
liberty and prosperity and to provide homes for the out- 
raged house of Isracl, will avail the Jew, unless he himself 
is prepared to vindicate his claim to be the prototype of 
a lofty meral life among the nations. If not. it is far 
better that he should disappear, and then Hitler though 
he will lose the war against Britain and her allies. will 
still have won his war against the Jews. 

The very soul of qur people the. world over depends, row 
and im the future, upon the integrity, the moral purity, 
of every Jew. It was once said that “ righteousness exalteth 
a nation.” If it is true for others who have been pupils of 
Israel, it is true above all of the Jew himeelf that only ia 
righteousness can /ie hope to find his salvation. 
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YUGOSLAV JEWS JOIN MOUNTAIN 
FIGHTERS 


Patriots Against Nazis 


It is reported in Geneva that many young Yugoslav Jews 
have joined the Serbian guerrilla detachments who are fight- 
ing the German invaders. This is the reply of the young 
Jews to the action of the Nazis in looting Jewish businesses, 
restricting Jewish food supplies, compelling Jews to wear 
yellow armlets, and join forced labour battalions to work 
under the supervision of Stormtroopers. The Nazis, learn- 
ing of the flight of young Jews to the patriots’ mountain 
strongholds, have forbidden all Jews to leave their home 
towns, under penalty of death. . 

The Croat radio station is now complaining bitterly of the 
“ provocative conduct " of Jews in connection with the armiet 
order—for the Jews have been allowing even boys under 13 and 
girls under 12 to wear the armicts, although the law does not 
provide for this. The Jews thereby demonstrate tothe Nazis 
and pro-Nazis that they are not ashamed to be recognised as 


All Jews and Serbs residing in the residential northern parts 
of Zagreb have been ordered to move within cight days to the 
poorer part? of the city. 

Belgrade Jews will in future be barred from possessing wire- 
less receiving sets or telephones. 


30,000 ATHENS JEWS WERE 
TRAPPED 


Almost the entire Jewish population of Athens, number. 
ing about 30,000, has remained in the city, despite the Nazi 
occupation, according to Mr. Victor Mair, a prominent 
member of the Athens Community, who only just succeeded 
in making good his escape. ' 

Dr. Barzilai, Chief Rabbi of Athens, and Mr. Vitalis, Presi- 
dent of the Community, who were the official representatives 
of the Jews of Greece before the Greck quisling Government 
assumed power, also escaped safely, and are now “ somewhere 
in the Middle East“ A number of Jewish refugees from Ger- 
many, Czechoslovakia, and Poland managed to escape with the 
assistance of the Greek afd British authorities. 


DR. SCHWARZBART:‘REPORTS 
PROGRESS 


** Removing Debris of Pre-War 
Anti-Semitism ”’ 


The Polish Government: has gained growing support 
which will be still greater when the principles of internal 
policy are settled boldly in accordance with the statements 
made by the Government and with the _ tendericies in 
Poland. So declared Dr. Schwarzbart, the Jewish member 
of the Polish National Council, at a Press Conference last 
week. At present, he contended, despite the right wing 
minority within the National Council, progress in “ remov- 
ing the debris of pre-wareanti-Semitism " was satisfactory. 

* Polish-Jewish relations,’ he went on, “ cannot be improved 
by mere declarations, or improve suddenly after the sad 
expericnce we have had in the past. It is a deep psychological 


. problem, which requires carcful and constant attention... Inci- 


dents which happened in France, and some which have 
occurred in this country, still have an unpleasant effect. But 
psychological approach requires patient and continuous work. 
On the other side, the Polish parties which are fighting for 
equality of rights and duties must act more energetically than 
hitherto. That is the only way to resist the opposite influence.”’ 


Dr. Schwarzbart criticised the Polish Ministry of Informa- . 


tion for doing too little in the field of Polish-Jewish propaganda. 
“ This propaganda should be conducted both here and in Poland 
in the spirit of mutual collaboration and wunderstanding 
between Poles and Jews. This ts lacking at the moment... . Irre- 
sponsible voices of individuals who are carrying with them 
the heritage of the» anti-Semitic programme of some of the 
partics in pre-war Poland disturb the atmosphere. Yet I am 
glad to stale that these voices are not the voices of the 
majority. I regret, however, to have to say that anti-Jewish 
Propaganda is in general more active that pro-Jewish propa- 
ganda.” Polish Jews must themselves develop propaganda of 


a constructive kind. 


Polish Opinion Analysed 


Analysing the attitude of the 18 members of the National 
Council, Dr. Schwarzbart said that the left-wing, with the 
left-centre. consisting of three Socialists, three members of the 
Peasants’ Party, three non-Party members, and one Jew, had 
supported Jewish rights. The right-centre, consisting of two 
members of the Padcrewski Party, also declared against anti- 
Semitism. But the right-wing—two Endeks and four non-Party 
members—-were openly unfavourable on the Jewish question. 
“I have no doubt whatsoever,” commented Dr. Schwarzbart, 
“as to the attitude of these parties which I described as right- 
wing. It might be that here and there individuals have changed 
their views—but the principle and the tendency of ihe right- 
wing have undergone no change, and I am sorry to say that the 
bitter experience of Poland has not taught these parties any 

son. 

Discussing developments in occupied Poland, Dr Schwarz- 
bart said: “I am convinced that the political trends which 
want to build up the new Poland on democratic principles 
free from the mistakes of pre-war Poland in her official policy, 
will be predominant and will have behind them the great mass 
of the people. It is*inconceivable that after all that Poland has 
suffered, a return will be made to those political examples 
which were partly responsible tor: the country’s catastrophe 

“Tf am convinced that the regeneration inside Poland, will 
also serve the harmonious and constructive solution of the 
uestion of Polish Jewry I resent most emphatically these 
ahbarion which try in a defeatist manner to argue that European 
Jewry will have even after the victory of Great Britain and 
her allics to leave Europe. 5,000,000 Jews were not now 
suffering. under the voke of Hitlerism in Europe and the whole 
of world Jewry taking an active part in the struggle of Great 
Britain and her allies in order that the Europe of to-morrow 
should remain a hell for the Jews.” 

Dr. Schwarzbart emphasised that his policy was one of 
“fight in collaboration.” “A policy of opposition to the 
Polish Government as a whole, to this Polish Government which 
is bound up with the British Government, is nom my policy,” 
he declared. 


FORCED LABOUR FOR PARIS JEWS - 


Transferred to Vichy France 


Nazi S.S. men in the Paris area have rounded up all 
naturalised French Jews who were formerly Austrians, 
Poles, or Czechs and sent them in five trains to the Orleans 
district, where they are being forced to repair roads and 
build aerodromes. 

According to the Neve Zueacner Zerrunec, the German 
Government told the Vichy awthorities that they must not 
interfere with these orders,.since Germany considers itself 
justified in treating French Jews “as it sees fit,” Hitler being 
alone entitied “to determine their fate in Europe.” 

Recently, the anti-Jewish Grincorme reported that in Paris 
there were 67,000 Jewish householders, of whom only 17,000 
were French by birth, 10,000 were naturalised, and the remain- 
ing 40,000 were foreegners. Most of the Jews, said Grincomre 
were “ undesirable,” and despite naturalisation had remained 
completely forcign to the rench in spirit, language, and 
customs. “ We have opened our doors to the Jews,” it added, 
“and for the time being have no option but to keep them. 
Therefore, there is, until the end of the war, only one solution: 
to transfer them to agricultural regions, where they must work 
or starve.” 

Meanwhile, Jews have been barred from the present repatria- 
tion scheme, whereby more than ‘500,000 refugees in the un- 
occupied zone are being sent back to occupied France. 


The Synagogue of Marseilles was blown up by a time-bomb 
on Saturday, says a Geneva message. ; 

Dr. Joseph J. Schwartz, Vice-Chairman of the American Joint 
Distribution Committee's European Executive Council, who has 
returned to the U.S.A. for a visit of six weeks, says that the 
committee spent. almost 5,000,000 francs for relicf wark in 
French internment camps. He added that anti-Semitic 
propaganda was having no effect on the French population.

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“DOGGED AS DOES IT” 


THE greater part of London’s War Weapons Week has 
now passed. But enough time still remains for those 
who, either innocently or neglectfully, have lagged in 
their effort, to fall into line with their fellow-citizens who 
have already done their manifest duty. It should be 
unnecessary, in the light of all that has happened since 
Hitler threw down the gauntlet to civilised peoples, to 
labour the pressing need for a maximum response ‘o 
the call now made to London's patriotism. 

It should be unnecessary to emphasise the psychologt- 
cal effect on the enemy and on neutrals alike of a rush 
to subscribe the sinews of victory by the city which 
Hitler most longs to terrorise into submission. And 
certainly it should be unnecessary by now to urge the 
Jews of the Metropolis to be ready with the uttermost 
of their resources to help defeat a foe who is sworn to 
destroy the Jewish people and whose deeds, exemplified 
m the torture and’ desolation inflicted on the Jewry of 
every country which his bandit hordes have penetrated, 
proclaim unmistakably that this oath, if no others, he 
will carry out to the letter. If there are Jews in London, 
therefore, who, from one circumstance.or another, have 
not yet come along with their contributions, large or 
small, to the War Weapons Week, they will delay no 
longer. Hitler is not delaying. He ts thundering at 
the gates of the British Empire. He ts stretching his 
dirty, thieving hands towards Palestine. Let us be 
ready, especially those of us who cannot stand tn the 
fighting lime, to help, with all our resources, to throw 
him back to the place he came from, and thus to save 


not only our own and the nation’s homes, but the. 


pillars of civilisation itself, 

Phere is one aspect of the present conflict of which 
we must never, never lose sight. It cannot be too often 
brought to mind, This war ts not only a clash between 
armies, but a tremendous trial in the spirit of endurance. 
The unflinching provision of money will arm us for the 
battle. But it will also make plain to the gang of Nazi 
cul-throats that when tt comes to a test of “ sticking 
it” this nation is unconquerable by the Germans and 
will recoil from no sacrifice to prove It. 

Hitler has recognised this quite clearly from the first. 
He showed. it very obviously when he made his 
desperate gamblers bid tor a short war and beguiled 
his own peoplé, whose staying power he distrusts, with 
repeated assurances that the German victory was “ just 
round the corner.” He showed it again in .his no less 
desperate “ methods of trighthulness ” designed to break 
the British resistance quickly. He ts continuing in these 
forlorn methods by bombing our ports and civilian 
populations and by threats of invasion never withdrawn, 
and not in the least likely to be. It is our crowning 
obligation to demonstrate to him and his acquiescent 
nation of slaves that all his knavery and treachery and 
butchery will fail. When the German bombs draw, not 
cries of despair but offers of more and still more tor 
sustained and increased resistance, that ts a quiet 
intimation to them, in the Britssh way, that they are 


out not only on a desperado’s, but on a fool's errand. 


When we throw ourselves into the war eflort in other 
branches of war service,-that is a message of the like 
kind posted to the same addresses. When we refuse to 
be rattled by food and evacuation difficulties, that is a 
silent declaration that, for us, nothing counts in the 
scales against the one goal that will, and simply must, 
be reached, the goal of victory. 

Ihe war may continue into next year, or the follow- 
ing year, or the year after that. The Germans may 
crack under the ordeal. Some believe they hear ominous 
sounds of it from time to time. All the more need, 
therefore, for us to preserve our morale. We have to 
be on the alert against the war-weariness and the bore- 
dom that can play such havoc with the weaker-willed 
and the forgetiul. On the growth of war-weariness 
Hitler is staking his claims to a world crown. Let us 
shun this spirit like the pest, remembering the nation’s 
glorious past and the triumphs it has snatched almost 
from the jaws of defeat. 

In this contest of wills, this tremendous and un- 
paralleled struggle for the survival of all that Jew and 
Gentile hold dear and sacred, there are bound to be 
reverses, ebbs and flows of fortune, days on which the 
sun shines on us and others on which it withholds its 
cheering radiance. No one has warned us more 
eloquently of this sombre truth than the Prime Minister 
himself. We have to look on such'‘setbacks as occasions 
to testify to our unshakable steadfastness and our 
confidence in the ultimate issuc, and to treat them as 
only a challenge and a stimulus to further effort. We 
must guard our tongues not only against. careless. talk 
as generally understood, but also against careless 
criticism and enervating chatter. We must guard our 
minds against the German stunts and subile propaganda 


intended especially to influence the simple and the 
utterly innocent. That is the way to ensure victory, in 
the end. 

A French king, who was asked to what he attributed 
his enemy's triumph in a gruelling war, replied that it 
was the other side and not he who possessed the last 
louis-d’or. We have, in this most testing of all wars, to 
prove to the marauders and assassins, the cheats and 
the rogues who are Nazi Germany, that it is Britain 
that possesses not only the last pound, but the last pound 
of endurance, the last pound of unshakable resolution, 
and the last pound of faith. 


PALESTINE DISSENSIONS - 


As will Be seen from news published this week, the old 
differences in Palestine between the political Left on the 
one hand, and the Right and Centre on the other, have 
blown up into’ a storm that threatens to bring such unity as 
has hitherto existed tumbling to earth. The Right and 
Centre fret at what ts described as the “Left hegemony ” 
which they complain refuses all concessions even if sought, 
as is quaintly put, by a journey to Canossa. In “ authort- 
tative quarters.” by which presumably is meant the Left, 
the attitude of the Right is regarded as an altempt to 
precipitate the issue and to extract concessions through 
the threat of secession. In the fog of contention that 
broods heavily over these matters it 1s, of necessity, difficult 
to discern all the rights and wrongs of the dispute. But it 
iS quite Obvious that the side which has shown anyihing 
like unbending obstinacy is doing a grave disservice to the 
cause of the Yishuv. Compromise ts of the essence of 
real democratic government. Britain, mother and teacner 
of democracy, has surely demonstrated that simple truth 
often enough to have brought her example home even to 
the highly individualistic, because Jewish, democracy of 
Palestine. That compromise cannot be. practised even 
now, with the enemy at the gates, is simply tragic and 
disheartening. 


ZIONISTS UNITE! 

IN South Africa and South America. officiaf Zionists. 
Revisionists, and Agudists: have managed to get together 
and work harmomously in the furtherance of the wars 
effort. This ws a healthy, sane. and adult process which 
should teach the participants the art of honest co-operation 
for the common,weal even amongst those of divergent 
politics. Why cannot the same co-operation be effected 
in many other places, above all in Palestine, where it ts 
most imperiously cailed for? tt is to be hoped that by 
now (Palestine messages are often long delayed), the dits- 
gracefal internal crisis mm the Yishuv has been settled by 
satisfactory negotiation and not by heavy compulsion from 
either side. But the best insurance against the misfortune 
of such “splits” ts work on an ever wider and more 
influential scale for a true Jewish unity of effort. ihe 
Joint Committees should be encouraged, and the full 
pressure of Jewish public opinion should be brought to 
bear on leaders and licutenants in all-camps to compel 
co-operation. 


THE CRUX OF THE POLISH PROBLEM 


STRESSING the truth that Polish-Jewish relations cannot 
be improved by mere declarations, but that they form a 
deep psychological problem requiring careful and constant 
attention, Dr. Schwarzbart, the Jewish member of the 
Polish National Council, has called for a positive policy 
of enlightenment. He urges the Polish Parties which 
champion equality of rights and duties to show greater 
energy, and stresses the need for propaganda of a con- 
Siructive kind. He criticuses the Polish Ministry of 
Information for doing too little along these lines and 
Suggests collaboration between Poles and Jews in a spirit 
of mutual understanding. There is no doubt that in all 
these points Dr. Schwarzbart has correctly seized the facts 
and the needs. The walls of anti-Semitism will not fall at 
the trumpeting of a new policy. On the other hand, 
though the masses of the Poles are not, by instinct, anti- 
Jewish, they must be given intelléctual prophylactics 
against the anti-Jewish disease. Anti-Jewish propaganda, 
described as generally more active than the propagating 
of the Jewish reply. must receive its reasoned answer, 
especially among the lower grade of Polish officers, who 
have been most subjected to anti-Semitic poisoning. The 
co-operalion must be enlisted of the non-Jewish Polish 
Padres, whose influence is considerable, and some of whom 
are not fully alive to the dangers of anti-Semitism, the 
stalking-horse of the common enemy, the Nazi anti-God. 


SECOND THOUGHTS 


lt was recently stated in these columns, on the authority 
of Mr. Nat?ten Laski, that, in view of the Chief Rabbi's 
letter on the subject of Traditional Judaism, the Council 
of Manchester and Salford Jews had decided to suspend 
work for the Deputies’ Fund. It is good to learn, there- 
fore, that in the light of further reflection or mtormation, 
Mr. Laski is now recommending the reversal of that 
decision. The Council will now presumably resume its 
efforts in the very urgent cause referred to, Certainly, this 
will be agreeable to the Chiéf Rabbi himself, who can 
hardly have wished to damage the prospects of the Fund 
in question, but only quite rightly to preserve the standards 
and quality of Traditional Orthodox Jewish education. 
For Manchester to have interpreted the Chief Rabbi's 
proper zeal and anxious eare as a crificism of the worthiness 
of the Deputies’ Appeal was a mistake which cannot too 
soon be rectihed. 


IN THE WAKE OF THE NAZI HORDES 


THe German overrunning of Yugoslavia is being 
followed by the horrors specially reserved for “ inferior ” 
races which only at the eleventh hour “find their soul.” 
Such horrors, it would appear, are provided also for the 
Jews as a matter of course. A dispatch fyom Budapest, 
quoted in THe Times, makes it plain that the recent 
German order to clear the entire foreign diplomatic corps 
out of Belgrade is the first step in a German plan to 
exterminate the Serbian guerrilla fighters, hunt out and 
destroy or imprison their families, get rid “of the few 
remaining Serbian political leaders, and “unleash a ruth- 
less anti-Jewish pogrom throughout Serbia, Bosnia, and 
Montenegro” As for the Jews, they were already under 
the harrow. They are being segregated in Belgrade, made 
to wear yellow armbands, and rounded up for forced 
labour. All Jewish shops have been looted, and every Jew 
caught trying to escape from the capital has been shot. 
The Serbs, according to a German officer, are to be dealt 
with “as Nordic conquerors must deal with vain inferiors 
who opposed them.” What this treatment resolves itself 
into is described in another correspondent’s dispatch also 
reproduced in. THe Times. “Reports from very reliable 
sources,” it asserted, “tell a long tale of ruthJess savagery 
and horror. ‘In all parts of Yugoslavia enhabited by 
Serbs, Germans, Hungarians, and Bulgarians are competing 
with each other in cold-blooded massacres aiming at the 
extermination of the Serbian people.” Since the invasion, 
it estimates, the number of victims of mass executions 
amounts to many thousands. Revolting details are con- 
firmed by photographs, smuggled out of Serbia, and bearing 
ghastly witness to the atrocities, 


EITHER, OR! 


Sipe by side with these horrors, the latest news from 
Poland shows that the destruction of the Polish nation, 
which too “had the insolence to resist,” is still proceeding 
apace. Again the truth of these foul atrocities is supported 
by photographs taken actually for the Gestapo; and stolen 
and smuggled abroad, One of them shows blindfolded 
Poles being led into the woods for execution. The other 
shows S.S. troops amusing themselves by indulging in 
ribald blasphemies dressed in priests’ robes. Many 
others are described as unfit for publicgtion in a news- 
paper. There is a tiny glimmer of relief in all this. welter 
of savagery. Iwo German girls gave a piece of bread to 
a starvee foreign worker. For this “crime,” the younger, 
aged eleven, was severely birched, and the elder, aged 
eighicen, was sent to prison for a year. And many German 
newspapers signified their approval of these disgusting 
cxamples of the Nazi “ New Order” in action. Perhaps 
the worst aspect of all this cruelty gone mad its to be seen 
in the fact that Bulgarians,and Hungarians are eagerly 
competing with the cowardly Hun ferocity. Ihe Hun- 
d@rians, we are told, have been fairly thorough in frightful- 
ness in the parts of Yugoslavia occupied by them. The 
Bulgarians have acted with the same savagery in Serbian 
Macedonia. The filthy stream of Nazism ts spreading 
rottenness wherever it flows, breaking all moral restraints, 
and, threatening all civilisation with perhaps irremediable 
ruin. Can there possibly be any truck with this malignant 
menace, any parleying with a curse which is through and 
through evil and non-human? What can the honest, unpaid 
isolationists th America think or say in face of the facts? 
li we retain our sanity, this struggle will go on until Nazism 
is made a‘total end of. On no other terms can anything 
approaching civilisation survive. Ln the pet German phrase, 
it is “entweder, oder,” either the destruction of Nazism 
or the end of all happiness for mankind. 


THE PUPPET SHOW 


A COMPANION picture, in one sense pathetic, to the Hun 
beslialities in Yugoslavia and Poland ts proyided by the 
offer of the Crown of Croatia to the Italian Royal House, 
and by the formal acceptance of that stolen emblem. At the 
head of the delegation of Croatian quislings which carried 
through this squalid farce was a creature called Anton 
Pavelitch, who was tried, in absentia, five years ago, and 
sentenced to death for the assassination of King Alexander 
of Yugoslavia and M. Barthou, the then French Foreign 
Minister. Pavelitch was one of the heads. of a terrorist 
group to which the crime was brought home, and several 
of his underlings who were laid by the heels confessed 
that in carrying Out the crime they had merely obeyed his 
orders. But Mussolini sees nothing in that fact to dis- 
courage intercourse with him. As the faithful toady and 
jackal of Hitler, Mussolini has known, of course, since the 
far-off days of the assassination of the German Jewish 
Foreign Minister, Walter Rathenau, the Nazis not only never 
shrink from consorting with murder, but time and again have 
glorified the foulest crime and canonised’its perpetrators. 
But in the staging of an Italian imitation he might, one 
would think, have spared the Italian King at least the 
humiliation of participating in it and parading himself in 
su@h dismal circumstances as the puppet associate of fellow- 
puppets from the lowest criminal classes. The House of 
Savoy, with its illustrious record, of which Jew and Gentile 
in Italy must, have treasured memories, hardly deserved this 
degradation. It is just one more examplg-of the corruption 
spread by the potson-stream of Nazism, a stream that will 
go rolling on one knows not whither, if the resisting forces 
of civilisation should ever falter and lose heart in their 
sacred task.

JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
Inaugural Meeting of National Council 
TO PROTECT TRADITIONAL JUDAISM 


[(COMMUBNICATED]) 


The <hief Rabbi presided over the inaugural mecting of the 
National Council for Jewish Religious Education, which was 
held last week at 103, Hamilton Terrace, St. John’s Wood, 
London. A number of communal leaders trom London and the 
provinces attended, and agreed to support the National Council 
in ats efforts to defend the religious standards of Traditional 
Judaism in Jewish education, 

After welcoming the representative men and women who had 
responded to his call to form the National Council, the Chief 
Rabbi briefly indicated the dangers at present threatening 
religious authority, communal organisation, and the whole of 
Traditional Judaism. He stressed the necessity of adequate 
religious supervision of .teachers and teaching. Emphasis was 
laid on the mmportance of a unihed tramework of religious 
education in this country. Anglo-Jewry, he said, should be 
aroused to the vital need of keeping our children within Judaism. 
Educatonal machinery had to be placed on a sound financial 
basis. The cost of religious education should be met. by selt- 
taxation of the Communities and Institutions. 

The Chief Rabbi foreshadowed the creation of an Empire- 
wide war tund for Jewish religious reconstruction. and said he 
was confident that the whole English-speaking world would 
respond generously to an appeal to help saleguard the religious 
future of the children of our great cities, so ruthlessly attacked 
by the barbarian foe. “ It is time to act for the Lord,” Dr. 
Hertz declared. He was contident that all men of goodwill 
would assist™in this sacred task 

Ihe National Council will consist of representative men and 
women from the following Communities and bodics: the Beth 
Din and Rabbinical organtsations, the United Synagogue, the 
Federation of Synagogues, the Sefardi Community, the Union 


of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, the principal provincial * 


Communities, and the principal Zionist bodies.

JEWISH EDUCATION IN 
MANCHESTER 


Dr.- Nathan Morris’s Visit 


HALF THE CHILDREN GET NO 
INSTRUCTION 


[From our Correspondent] 


The visit to Manchester last week, “ Jewish Education 
Week,” of Dr. Nathan Morris, of London, at the invitation 
of the local Jewish Education Board, has resulted in a 
great stimulation of interest in Jewish educational affairs. 

A full programme was planned for Dr. Morris by the Educa- 
tion Board, of which Rabbi Dr. Altmann is President: Mr. 
Levy Davis, Chairman: and Mr. Samuel Davies, Hon. Secre- 
tary. Dr. Morris inspected the Hebrew and Religion classes 
at the Queen's Road West Didsbury; South 
pony Higher Broughton, Higher Crumpsall, and the 
Holy Law vnagogucs ; the Talmud Torah and the Manchester 
Jews’ School. 

Reporting on Thursday night of tast weck to the Education 
Board Executive, Dr. Pow said that his survey revealed 
to him that a good deal of solid work was being done in the 
various educational institutions in Manchester, especially in 
religious and Hebrew instruction. He felt that the “ Jewish 
History “ aspect of the syllabuses could be strengthened, and 
suggested that periodic pageants or festivals of Jewish history 
be arranged. 

Dr. Morris said he was bound to draw attention to the fact 
that between SO and 60 per cent. of the Jewish child population 
in Manchester and Salford appeared to be receiving no Jewish 
or Hebrew. instruction whatever. Arrangements had been made 
with the London County Council for Hebrew instruction for 
Jewish children in day schools, and he suggested that the 
Manchester Board should endeavour to cover all the Jewish 
children in their area by similar arrangements, and the appoint- 
ment of appropriate full-time teaching staff, 

Important decisions were argved at at Thursday's mecting. 
The Education Board approved. with modifications the scheme 
outlined by Dr. Morris for the reorganisation and expansion 
of the London Joint Emergency Committee for Jewish Educa- 
tion so as to cover th provinces, and decided that the Man- 
chester Board should affiliate to that Committee; decided to 
Organise a traiming centre in Manchester for Jewish teachers; 
and approved in principle the idea of providing Jewish educa- 
tion in all the local day schools attended by Jewish children. 


Hebrew Lessons Given by Archdeacon 


Addressing a joint meeting on Monday night of the local 
Evacuation Co-ordinating Committee and me of the 
Jewish Education Board, presided over Barrow- 
Sicree, Dr. Mortis gave an account of the he of the 
thousands of Jewish children evacuated to hundreds of villages 
throughout England and Wales, and of his tour “from the 
Lake District to Penzance™ to arrange Jewish educational 
facilities. For over five thousand evacuated Jewish cilmidren 
no Jewish instruction at all had yet been provided—the season 
being that there were not the necessary funds to pay for 
teaching. Dr. Morris said his impression was that the 
scattered Jewish children were spontancously remaining as 
loyal as they could to the traditions of their faith. They were 
really excelient ambassadors to the non-Jews, and were cer- 
tainly not letting the Community down. It was now up to the 
Community not to let the children down. The little ones 
were being treated with the utmost kindness by local and 
church authorities. In one littl village in Norfolk, where 
owing to lack of funds the Jewish Committee was unable to 
continue to send a Jewish teacher, a local Archdeacon had 
of his own accord invited the six or seven Jewish children 
in the vicinity to come to his house periodically to receive 
» Hebrew instruction from him. 

In .a discussion fellowing Dr. 
bility was considered of centralising the evacuated children 
from Manchester and Salford in one or two reception areas, 
and organising a hostel or hostels in which a number of them 
could live in a full Jewish atmosphere. 

Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., praised the untiring work of 
Dr. Morris and his colleagues of the Joint Emergency. Com- 
mittee, and paid a warm tribute to those poorly-paid Jewrsh 
teachers who tramped and cycled in all weathers over tre- 
mendous distances of the British countryside in order to act 
as a human link between the Jewish Community and its 
evacuated children. 

Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. said that.all present had been greatly 
impressed by Dr. Morris's account of the educational situation 
in the reception areas. and he indicated he would advise the 
Executive of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews 
at their next mecting to do their utmost in suppert of the 
Board of Deputies’ Appeal.

POULTRY SUPPLY HELD UP 


Leeds Dealers’ Strike 


HOUSEWIVES “ COMPELLED TO BUY 
- TREIFA” 


[From our Correspondent] 


There was quite a flutter in Leeds dove-cotes when local 
poultry dealers declared a strike last week, with the result 
that the Jewish housewife was deprived of her poultry 
supplies, Their action was the result of an attempt by 
the Leeds Board of Shechita to exercise proper authority 
and supervision, but, unfortunately, it seems that at present 
that body is unable to do so. 

The Rev. Isaac Cohen, in a review of the position, states, 
“For one week in May, Leeds kasher poultry dealers have 
refused to supply the Jewish public with poultry. This step 
has been taken by them in protest against a demand made by the 
Board of Shechita for the payment of the full Shechita fee 
of 4d a fowl, which has been granted by the Munistry of 
Food for this purpose. This sum, in addition to the controlled 
price of poultry, has in fact already been charged to the public. 
Ihe Chaiman of*the Leeds Board of Shechita, in a report 
on this issue, states that on the dealers’ objections being heard, 
they were immediately informed that the increase would be 
postponed until the matter was fully discussed by a joint 
meeting of dealers and the Board. Even after the demand 
for the fee of 4d. was withdrawn, however, the dealers still 
refused to fulfil their obligation of providing the public with 
kasher poultry. 

‘This is a preposterous state of affairs. In these times 
of* food shortage, such conditions cagnot be permitted to 
prevail. Vigorous action must and surely will be taken to 
satisfy the neds of the public. In the meantime, it has been 
suggested that some housewives have been compelled to pur- 
chase theifa poultry. I hope that allegation is without founda- 
tion, but if tt is true. such ople must surely reveal that 
intemperate animal lust for food which characterises those 
other mean people whom the Food Minister has aptly described, 
‘who will not go short of anything no matter what principle 
is involved or whoever cise. has to go without. They them- 
selves are bereft of any social or religious conscience but 
loyally obey only one demand—the call of personal selfish 
satisfaction.’ 


A TEAM OF BRAVE WOMEN 


Queen’s Messengers in Humberside Raid 


A Leeds unit of the Queen's Messengers, composed of 
kitchen, food-store, canteens, and water-carrier, presented 
by -America to H.M. the Queen, had their first taste of 
action recently, when they did great work on raided 
Humberside. 

This unit was manned by a team of cighteen Leeds women, 
representing the W.V.S., and the Jewish members of the team 
were Mesdames Baker, D. Fox, H. Farman, Scgal, G. Stross, 
N. Heaps, V. Sidi, L. Brill, E. Wurzall, and the leader H. 
Rosenthall 

They fed thousands of people, and stayed throughout a heavy 
night raid. In spite of this. they weré again called out at 
4.30 a.m. and éarried on with their work regardless of falling 
debris and tires. Their leader could not prasse them too highly, 
and despite their -initial nerve-racking experience they insist 
upon serving whenever the Queens Messengers are called 
upon.

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LEST THE SOLDIER FORGET HIS FAITH 
Chaplain’s Warning at Glasgow Service 
[From our Correspondent] 


The paucity of the attendances at services held for 
Jewish members of H.M. Forces in the West of Scotland 
was deplored by the Rev. H. L. Alexander, Jewish Chaplain 
to the Forces, at Glasgow last week. 

Speaking at a service in the Jewish Institute, which 
was attended by about 30 men, the Chaplain said - that, 
compared with the number of servicemen im the area, the 
attendances were far from satisfactory. They came together, 
he said, to worship as free thinking Jews, and not as so many 
numbers in a military force. It was important for them to 
remember that, while they were members of H.M. Forces, 
they also had a highe: purpose in life than to concern them- 
selves only with mundane affairs. To obey orders was necessary, 
as they were part of a military machine, but as individuals 
they should have other interests in order to develop their 
personality while separated from their homes and the Com- 
munity. Unless they scized every Opportunity to do so, the 
would lapse into a rut from which it would prove difficult 
for them extricate themsclves. 

While not condemning the men’s desire for relaxation when 
they could get away from the rigours of service life, Captain 
Agexander declared that it was wrong for them to spend all 
their lersure hours in purely selfish enjoyment. It was essential

Refugee’s Allegations Refuted 


From Mr. W. ROSENZWEIG (Secretary, Central Council 
for Jewish Refugees Agricultural Committee) 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—You published in your issue of May 16 a letter from 
Mr. R. Mannheim under the heading, “ Gross Labour Wastage 
Alleged.” In this letter, Mr. Mannheim, a former grain- 
merchant, déscribed the steps he had undertaken in order to find 
a position. All his efforts were in vain and this was only due, 
he alleged, to the inefficiency of the various departments con- 
cerned. He also described how he approached the Agricultural 
Department of Bloomsbury House and was told that they could 
not do anything for him in spite of the fact that he was a 
farmer's son, brought up on a farm, and had been connected 
with agriculture all his life. 

Your readers may have gained, the impression that this is 
really the height of inefficiency. Mr. Mannheim has, however, 
not stated m his letter a fact which entirely changes the picture. 
This fact is that he is an elderly white-haired gentleman of 
58 years of age who, according to the records of the Committee, 
has never in his life done manual work, let alone heavy farm 
work. From his 14th to his 26th year he was a clerk and sales- 
man im the grain trade, and from the age of 27 to 57 he had an 
export and import business of his own in this trade. This he 
calls “ connected with agriculture all his life.’ It is probable 
that such a man would not be found suitable for employment 
as an agricultural worker. Morcover, Mr. Mannheim does not 
wish to be a farm labourer: he wants to be a manager or a 
foreman, notwithstanding that he has not the qualifications for 
such a position. 

It was just by accident that on the same day on which Mr. 
Mannheim made, with these statements. an unjustified attack 
agaimst the Agricultural Department of Bloomsbury House, 
an article was published on the good work of the refugee 
agricultural workers and of the Agricultural Committee. This 
Committee has, during the last two months alone, placed more 
than 250 young refugees in agricultural employment, and, since 
the beginning of the year. has obtained the release from intern- 
ment of hundreds of workers tor farm employment. Any man 
who is fit for agricultural employment can, without difficulty, 
be found a suitable position: but it can only do harm to the 
good name of the refugee agricultural workers if men ‘who are 
probably unfit and likely to prove a failure are recommended 
by the refugee organisations for farm employment

When Florence Night- 
ingale, in obedience to a passionate inward 
conviction of the sacredness of the calling 
to which she subsequently dedicated her 
life, first broached the subject of training as 
a nurse with her carly Victorian father, that 
gentleman, who had already learnt from his 
wife of their daughter's strange wish, was 
nothing short of horrified. He exercised to 
the fullest extent the arbitrary privileges of 
a domestic dictator of those times, and 
forbade his daughter forthwith to pursue 
her intention. Thus, it befell that she who 
became the immortal prototype of every girl 
and woman in the nursing profession to-day 
had to obtain her nursing instruction and 
experience by devious means and by deceiv- 
ing her own parents. 

But is. the situation we now think of as 
mcongruous really qaite impossible im our own 
times’ Obviously the heavy father act is com- 
pletely démodé, and modern parents who per- 
mitted themselves the indulgence of laying 
down the law on the exact course ther

She 
trained in conditions that to-day would simply 
not be permitted. She went out to the Crimea 
to organise hospital services in the field that 
had completely broken down, and which she 
found in such a state of contusion that cnly 
her own inspired genius and faith could have 
repaired, and she endured the rigours of 
Crimean winters in the most dreadfully 
inadequate and primitive conditions. But she 
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came back to England a national heroine, and 
she died at the ripe old age of 91. Her health 
record w surely far more satisiactory than that 
of many an idle neurotee woman whose nother 
has continually fussed about her, and whose 
major preoccupation us the gratitication of her 
creature 

Of course, nursing to-day is a very diflerent 
story from nursing in the days of. blorence 
Nightingale, and the modern parent whose 
daughter decides to take up this career need 
have no real qualms about her well-being 
Yet one hears so often the objections raised

The present war has taught us one lesson 
more clearly than any other. It is that the 
personal attitude towards life, the attitude 
which demands, or attempts to obtain, special 
privileges, exemptions, or concessions for any 
one group or member of the community ts 
simply untenable. Unless and until we are all 
prepared to live, not for ourselves, but for the 
community of which we are part, we can have 
no real part in the world that even now 1s 
in travail. And that world demands of parents 
an attitude towards their children of co-opera- 
tive assent to their responsible participation 
in the tasks that lie at hand. 

Nursing is obviously a task that must always 
have a major place in the list of jobs that 
need doing, and doing with zeal and 
enthusiasm. It is, too, a profession for which 
it is necessary to train, and the technique of 
which must be acquired with patience. On 
the other hand, it is a_ profession which, 
because of its appeal to the noblest and 
tenderest of human feelings, can never fail to 
enhance and ennoble the personality of the 
woman who goes in tor it. 

Many young women have had recently to 
register with a view to their doing some work 
of national importance during the period of 
national crisis. But of nurses the nation can 
never really have enough, and the appeal ts 
constantly gomg forward for more and more 
recruits to this vital part of national work. 
Nor is nursing necessarily or exclusively con- 
cerned with the fighting services. There is a 
constant and steady need for nurses to tend 
and care for civilian patients, suffering trom 
illnesses or injuries. Then there is the need 
for children’s nurses, a calling which has a 
special appeal for the girl who hopes one day 
to have a family of her own to care tor

United Kosher Poulterers Prosecuted 


Allegations that a company, who were stated to control about 

per cent. of the London kasher poultry market, had sold 
boiling fowls to a number of dealers at the price @f roasting 
fowls were made at Thames Police Court last week, when the 
company, its secretary, and seven directors were prosecuted 
under the Poultry (Maximum Prices) Order, 1941. 

The company, the United Kosher Poulterers, Lid., of 10-12. 
Pell Street, Stepney, were summoned for selling by wholesale 
twelve boiling fowls to Maurice Leigh, of 84, Edgware Way, 
Ldgware, at a price exceeding the maximum price prescribed by 
the order: for selling a total of 52 boiling fowls to H. Nelson 
and Sons, Lid., of 331, Kilburn High Road, at an excessive price; 
sciling six boiling fowls to D. Guilin, of 19, Kensington Park 
Road, Notting Hill, at an excessive price: selling 60 poultry to 
Mrs. D. Shackman, of Ridley Road Market, Dalston: Selling 
40 poultry to Mrs. H. Fogelman, of Ridley Road Market: sell- 
ing 1S boiling fowls to Jack's Continental Restaurant, 143-145, 
Clapton Common; selling 25 boiling fowls to J. Jacobson, of 
94, Berwick Street, W.1: and making an unreasonable charge to 
Max Raynick, of 37, Charlotte Street, W.1, in connection. with 
the sale of 40 poultry 

Harris Grossman, of 18, Betts Street, Stepney: Joseph Simons, 
of 44 Quanstock Houses. Stoke Newington; Abraham Goldstein, 
of 79. Bedford Street, Stepney: Woolf Wernick, of 63, Ambhurst 
Park, Stamford Hill: Nathan Cole. of 182° Bethune Road, Stoke 
Newington; Solomoa Symons, of 28, Gilda Crescent, Stoke 
Newington: and Isaac Cole, of 121, Long Acre, W.C.2, were 
summoned as directors of the company in connection with some 
of the cases, while Solomon Cohen, of 10-12, Pell Street; 
Stepney, was summoned as secretary of the company 

Mr. Casswell, K.C.., appeared for the detendants, and 
entered pleas of not guilty 

Air. Byrne, prosecuting for the Ministry of Food, dealing 
with the first case concerning the sale to Leigh, said that 12 
boiling fowls were supplied at 2s., the price for roasters, 
mstead of Is. Sd In addition a charge of eight shillings 
was made tor delivery, although the fowls were collected trom 
the companys premises at Weaver Street. Stepney, by Mr. 
Leigh's father-in-law. When the latter left the premises he was 
stopned by Mr. Orchard, an inspector employed by the Ministry. 
who took him and the fowls to Commercial Street Police 
Statron. There the fowls were cxamined by an capert, and those 
sold as roasters were declared by him to be boilers. The point 
to be decided was whether the fowls were boilers or roasters, 
amd whether there was a just charge for delivery. 


A “ Bag of Fowl” 


Mr. Leigh, giving evidence. said that he ordered a 
fowls by telephone, and a “ bag of fowls 
boiling fowls 

When cross-examining, Mr. Casswell mformed the magistrate 
(Mr. Everard Dickson) that the company had a 25 per cent 
monopoly of the London kasher market 

In reply to Mr. Casswell, Mr. Leigh agreed he had made com- 
plaints to the Retail Butchers’ Association. He had made a 
complaint on a previous occasion about the charge for delivery, 
but was told the same charge was made to other dealers, so he 
was satishedse

Mi. Jacob Ki€@inman. tather-in-law of Mr sand that he 
went to the company's premises at Weaver Sitrect, Stepney, on 
March 7. and.saw the defendant J. Simons. He said he had 
come to collect a sack of fowls, and he was given an imvoice 
Stating a price of £9 9s. 4d. for 12 roasters and 12 boulers 

Mr. Charles Orchard, divisional inspector to the Ministry of 
Food, said that he saw Klemman enter the company’s premises 
and leave with a sack. He took Kleinman and the sack, which 
contained fowls. to Commercial Street Police Station, where the 
fowls were cxamined by a man Hic then took the fowls to 
Smithfield Market, where they were cxamined by two other men 

Cross-cxamimed. Mr. Orchard said that there had been com- 
plaints about the company, and he was outside thew premises 
on mstructions, prepared to stop anyone who liectt with fowls 

Mr. William Barker, divisional inspector of the Ministry of 
Food, san that he went with Mr. Orchard to the tegistered 
offices of the company at Pell Street, Stepney, on March 7, and 
suw the secretary. Cohen. He told Cohen he was making 
mquines about 24 fowls sold to Mr. Leigh, and that the 
receipited bill showed that ‘'!l2 hens had been sold at Is. Sd. and 
1? roasters at 2s., but that he had been intormed by well-known 
men in the poultry teade that all the 24 birds were boilers, and 
should have been sold at Is. Sd. Cohen replied, “ Mr. Cole is 
Sales manager at Weaver Street, in charge of the staff there. If 
they have sold, as you say, boilers and roasters to-day, then 
they have sold boilers as borers and roasters as roasters.”’ 
When his attention was drawn to the tem of cight shillings for 
dcl@ery. Cohen said, “ We make deliveries to all our clients 
at their request. He would have had them delivered to him as 
we have to all our chents, and as he has in the past. Hf they 
collect them the chent collects them to suit his own con- 
venience.” When told the birds were outside in a car if he 
wanted to see them, Cohen said he was not a judge of poultry, 
and had no one to whom to show them lic added that the 
sales manager would perhaps like to see them on Monday 
(March 10). and that he (Cohen) would perhaps call in an 
independent witness to see them.

The names of some of the Synagogues, cemeteries, and 
Jewish buildings that were damaged durmng recent raids 
on London can now be revealed. 

United Synagogue properties which were damaged include 
Woburn House, North London -Synagogue, Brondesbury Syna- 
goguc, Hackney Synagogue, Central Synagogue, Hampstead 
Synagogue, New West End Synagogue, Borough Synagogue, 
Brixton Synagogue, West Central Boys’ Club, Jewish Institute, 
New Synagoguc, East Ham Cemetery, and Plashet Cemetery. 

Federation Synagogues damaged include Vine Court Syna- 
gogue, Great Garden Street Synagogue, and Commercial Road 
Great Synagogue. 

The Western Synagogue im Alfred Place, Tottenham Court 
Road, was*completely destroyed. 

Other Jewish institutions which suffered damage were the 
West Central Jewish Settlement and Club in Alfred Place, 
where a number of people were killed, and the offices of the 
Polish Jewish Relief Fund in Soho Square, where some refugees 
who were sheltering lost their lives.

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RELIGIOUS EDUCATION OF 
REFUGEE CHILDREN 


Tragic Neglect Alleged 
From Mr. F. WEIL 
To the Editor of THe JewitsnH CHRONICLE 


Six,—I had staying with me over Passover two refugées, a boy 
and a girl, both evacuated to a small market.town. Both had 
been brought up by their parents in a strictly observant manner, 
but they had been living since the outbreak of war in a com- 
pletely non-Jewish environment, and although a Jewish teacher 
used to visit the town and gave lessons at the beginning of the 
war, this was discontinued after a time. The boy has had no 
Hebrew lessons or religious instruction for a long time, and has 
been completely out of contact with any Jewish influence. No 
notice was taken of his Barmitzvah half a year ago, except to 
send him a pair of Tefillin. The girl told me that she had a 
younger sister and two younger brothers, one a child of six, 
staying in the same town. These children also had been brought 
up by their parents in a strictly observant manner, but now, as 
a result of living for two years away from a Jewish influence, 
they had lost all interest in things Jewish, preferred not to go to 
a Jewish house over Passover, and were rapidly veering to the 
point where they might be completely lost to the Jewish faith. 
1 was told that as long as Hebrew lessons had continued in the 
town the influence of their lessons prevailed over their non- 
Jewish enrivonment, but since the lessons had been discontinucd 
their resistance had broken down completely. 

That the spiritual requirements of evacuee refugee children 
should be so completely ignored is a terrible indictment of the 
Jewish Community. When German and Austrian parents sent 
their children here they trusted in the Jewish Community in 
Great Britain to see that these children remained Jewish. How 
many, if they had known how their children were now being 
brought up here in England, would not have preferred them to 
share with their parents their martyr’s existence and brave what- 
ever troubles or calamities might befall them! 

English children have their parents to exercise some super- 
vision over the circumstances in which they live; these refugee 
children have no one. It is not a matter of two or three Cases. 
} am told that there are literally hundreds of children, living im 
similar circumstances in totally non-Jewish surroundings and 
becoming estranged from all things Jewish. IT am told that a 
considerable number have been- baptised and go regularly to 
hurch 

Ihe blame cannot be laid‘on the children. They have to be 
taught. The blame lies with our Jewish Community, with ou: 
public bodies and their leaders, who know that these things are 
going on and have let matters drift for nearly two years, until; 
in many cases, tt is already too late to act. 

But act we must, and quickly, before all Jewish feeling in 
thest children 1s lost This is a matter for our highest authori- 
ties—the Board of Deputies and the various Jewish ‘educational 
bodies—to act together promptly. In a report of his speech in 
last week's JewisH Curonicce, Professor Brodetsky referred to 
this urgent problem, but why did the Board tarry for nearly two 
years. and is the mAtter even now being treated with the urgency 
and the broad vision which are essential if any notable success 
is still to be achieved? In two years a child's mind can be 
michtily influenced. Action must be taken with energy, must 
be properly planned, and must be carricd out fired with real 
enthusiasm. Nat a child «should be without religious imstruction, 
whether voluntary or paid. The circumstances in which every 
refugee child is living should be under constant review, so that, 
if it-is deemed advisable. an alternative billet in a more Jewish 
neighbourhood can be found. 

If we do not repair the damage done there will be an ever- 
lasting blot on the mame of the Jewish Confmunity in England, 
and we can be sure that such proselytism will not be without 
its effect on our own children.

MONEY CLUB SECRETARY CHARGED 
Fraudulent Conversions Alleged 


When some members. of the Reliable Matzo and Xmas 

Club went to the ollices at 2, Stepney Way, Stepney, for the 
Passover share-out, they found the premises closed and were 
unable to draw thei) money. 
, At Thames Police Court, last week, Sidney Vorst (46), of 
the Phoenix Stores Hartley, Wintney, Hants.. the Secretary 
of the Club,’ appeared on renfand on charges of fraudulently 
converting to his own use the sum of £7 10s., entrusted to him 
by Mr. Jack Tarchin of 8), Cephas Street, Mile End: £11 Ss. 
entrusted to him by Mr. Isaac Lassman, of 47, Victoria- Park 
Road, South Hackney; and £6 entrusted to him by Mrs. 
Nellie Lewis, of 140, Stepney Green Buildings, Stepney. 

Evidence was given by the three prosecutors that they had 
pajd into the club every year for the last 15-or 16 years 
and had two separate books, one for payment of money to 
be distributed at Christmas and the other for payment of 
money to be distributed at Passover time. On March 31 of 
this year they went to the offices at 2, Stepney Way, expecting 
to partake in the Passover shareout and found the offices closed. 
After waiting and hearing nofhing, they informed the police. 
They had not received any part of the money they cod naid 
during the preceding year into the Passover club. 

In reply to Vorst, alf the witnesses agreed that they had 
always been paid out in full in previous years. 

Detective-Sergeant Hammond said that, on April 6, he saw 
Vorst at Aldershot police station and told him he had a 
warrant for his arrest on the charges mentioned. Varst replicd. 
“| have a complete answer. If I had paid them out in full 
I should have made them preferential creditors.” When charged 
at Leman Street Police Station, Stepney, he said. “ As I have 
already said, I have a compiete answer.” 

When he was searched, Vorst was found in possession of 
63 used cheques that he had drawn in favour of members of 
the club on the Aldershot branch of the Midland Bank, and 
four unused cheques. There was also a piece of pdper on 
which was typed a notice. Vorst said “ Make a note of this. 
I am sending copies of these to all clients,”

The annual meeting of The United Molasses Company, 
Limited, will be held on 30th May, 1941. 

The following is a summary of the statement by the Chairman 
(Mr. F. K. Kielberg) circulated with the report and accounts. 

The Directors’ Report, as usual, deals so fully with the figures 
of the Profit and Loss Account and the Balance Sheets that 
there ts very little I can usefully.add by way of further explana- 
tion of the Accounts and of the Trading Results for the year 
under review, nor can I, for obvious reasons, give any detailed 
information about the Company's activities during the past year 
or prospects tor the current year. 

In the United Kingdom the Company has throughout the year 
acted as Agents tor the Ministry of Supply, under the direction 
of the Controller of Molasses and Industrial Alcohol.

Subsidiaries to buy and sell Molasses abroad for their own 


account and several of the Subsidiary and Associated Com- 


panies, particularly in America, have had a successful year.

In this film he wears a white tuxedo as the son of an ale king, 
and is given a devil of a time by Barbara Stanwyck, daughter of 
a cardsharper. The picture is directed by Preston Sturges, 
writer and director of the successes “ Down Went McGinty ” 
and “ Christmas in July.”

Barbara, the card trickster, falls for Henry and tries all she 
knows to make him propose to her: succeeds, and then swears 
vengeance when he leaves her after finding out who she is.
